This is tfie fifth in a smes of 
seven articles lovenng Ifw legis- 
lation that will be voted upon 
at the NCAA ('onvention next 
month in Dallas. This firticle 
features proposals in ttie re- 
cruiting and rrumbership group- 
ings. 

Football concerns will oc 
cupy a prominent place in 
the recruiting and member- 
ship groupings at the 1993 
Convention — most notably 
in proposals that would pro- 
vide Division I institutions 
that previ(5usly played the 
sport in Divisions II and III 
with options after last year's 
defeat of a proposal to estab- 
lish a Division I-AAA football 
classification. 

Three such proposals — 
including one that is ex- 
pected to be withdrawn — 
head the membership groui> 
ing, which offers a total of 
eight proposals. Meanwhile, 
half of the 16 proposals in 
the recruiting grouping deal 
directly with football; most 
are efforts to amend contact 
and evaluation rules.

$ 1 million cash to lead fund raising efforts 
for a new football stadium at Central Mis- 
souii .State University, President Ed Elliott 
announced December 2. 

"We're extremely grateful," Elliott said. 
" This gift means a great deal as an expres 
sion of confidence in the university and in 
the leadership of its athletics programs. 

"This is a great beginning for a much- 
needed project More importantly, this gift 
allows us to more confidently go to our 
alumni and other friends of the university 
to ask for their help in making the new 
stadium a reality." 

Elliott said the gift sets into motion a $3 
million campaign to build a new football 
stadium at Vernon Kennedy Field. The 
current facility, cited in a 1989 engineer's 
inspec tion to be structurally unsound, un 
derwent temporary repairs to make it safe 
and usable, but those are expected to help 
for no more than five years. 

Construction of the new stadium is ex 
pectcd to gel underway no later than De 
cember 1994. 



Boathouse destroyed 

The boathouse of the Michigan State 
University crew club recenUy was destroyed 
l>y a fire in which arson is suspected. 

The 24 year old structure, made of cor- 
rugated sheet metal with wood framing and 
flooring, was destroyed along with 1 1 racing 
shells, a recreational shell, 28 oars, two 
launches with motors and other rowing 
equipment Athletics department officials 
reported a damage estimate of $100,000.

Committee discusses drug-testing issues 



Drug testing issues — including 
proposed legislaticm for the 1993 
Convention — were the focus of 
the NCAA Eligiljility (Committee at 
its winter meeting Det ember 8-9 
in Kansas City, Missouri. 

The ( oiiiiiiittee reaffirmed its 
svippoil for Proposal No. 74, which 
c larif ies that all student athletes 
who lest positive for a bannecl 
substance during an initial NC^AA 
drug test — including those who 
"redshin" during their minimum 
one year peiicKf C)f ineiigibility — 
will lose at least one season of 
( ompelition or the et]uivalent dur- 
ing their period of ineligitiility. 

The pioposal would affirm the 
precedents established by the Eli- 
gibility Committee in administer- 
ing the legislation since its 
amendment in 1990. It would en- 
sure that student athletes who test 
positive lor a banned drug during 



an initial NCAA test will experience 
the loss of at least one season of 
competition and will lose signifi- 
cant game time when they do not 
compete in the year in which they 
test positive. 

The committee also discussed 
amending the drug-testing consent 
forms to reflect those changes if 
Proposal No. 74 passes. 

In a nonclrug-testing matter, the 
committee reaffimied its support 
for Proposal No. 75, which would 
permit the Eligibility (Committee to 
grant an additional .season of com 
petition to a student athlete who 
has participated in a limited 
amount of competition as a result 
of relying in good faith on an 
erroneous, formal declaration C)f 
eligibility by the school's appropri- 
ate certifying authorities. 

The committee noted its desire 
to see the proposal remain limited

In other actions at its December 8-9 meeting in Kansas City, Missouri, 
the Eligibility Committee: 

■ Heard a report from Frank D. Uryasz, NCAA director of 
sports sciences, on 1991-92 results from the NCAA year-round 
drug-testing program. 

■ Directed the NCAA staff to continue to educate the member- 
ship regarding the appeals process, particularly those procedures 
that were modified by the NC^AA Council at its August meeting. 
The committee noted that those procedures restrict appeals of 
Eligibility Cc)mmittee decisions to the foUcjwing: alleged errors in 
the application of NCAA legislation, official interpretations or 
estalilished precedent, or failure to follow approved procedures. 
The decision of the Eligibility (Committee shall not be altered 
upon appeal unless the Council division subcfjmmittee concludes 
that an error of the type described above substantially has affected 
the decisiott of the Eligibility Committee.

Meanwhile, preregistrations for 
the January 13-16 Convention in 
Dallas indicate the possibility of a 
record turnout of CEOs. Through 
December 11 — a full month be 
fore the Convention begins — a 
total of 222 chief executives were 
preregistered, representing 39 per- 
cent of all institutions registering 
as of that date. 

If that trend continues, there 
would be more than 280 CEOs 
preregistered, beating the high 
mark of 266 last year. The record 
for actual attendance at a Conven- 
tion is 236, set in 1991. Last year, 
213 actually attended. Those are 
the only twci Conventions in his- 
tory to attract more than 200 CEOs. 



A poll of the chief executive 
officers of all NCIAA institutions 
shows overwhelming support for 
the legislative proposals being 
sponsored by the NCAA Presidents 
(Commission at the 1993 Conven- 
tion in Dallas.

The Executive Council of the 
Southern Association of Colleges 
and Schools (SACS) has reached a 
working agreement with the NCAA 
concerning athletics certification 
and regional accreditation. 

The NCAA Council and NC;AA 
Presidents Commission are ex- 
pected to approve the agieement 
at their Convention meetings in 
Dallas. 

The agreement is structured in 
four parts: data collection, sched 
uling, composition and activities 
of visiting teams, and form and 
content of reports. 

Data collection: The agree- 
ment says that for the most part, 
data ancl documents required for 
NCAA certification will suffice for 
the purposes of the .Southern As 
sociation. However, the following 
documents are required by SACS 
and not for NCAA certification: 

■ Planning documents related 
to athletics. 

■ Descriptions of any assess 
ment methods or instruments used 
to evaluate the success of the pro- 
grams in carrying out their goals 
and objectives, including proce- 
dures for monitoring compliance 
with academic admissions and fi 
nancial aid policies. 

■ Evidence of the use of assess- 
ment results to improve athletics 
programs. 

■ Retention and dismissal rates 
for student-athletes as compared 
to students in general. 

In addition, SACS requires doc 
umentation in the area of related 
corporate entities. 

Scheduling: NCIAA certification 
procedures contain provisions to 
schedule certification visits in con- 
junction with regional accredita- 
tion activities for thc)se institutions 
that desire. 

The agreement includes a com 
mitment by SACS in principle to 



ber by the Commission's consul 
tants, former NCAA President 
Wilford S. Bailey and former Com- 
mission officer Bernard F. Sliger. 

This year's survey elicited re- 
.sponses from nearly half of all 
Division I CEOs— 147 of 298, or 
49.3 percent In Division II, 41.7 
percent responded (93 of 223); in 
Division III, the percentage was 
26.2 (90 of 343). The re.sponsc 
percentage means the results are 
statistically valid.

Unless a particular institution 
preferred otherwise, evaluation 
visits by peer review teams would 
be scheduled concurrently. 

The working agreement also 
includes a commitment by the 
NCAA to make its decisions at 
approximately the same time that 
an institutiori's accreditation status 
is being announced. 

Composition and octivities of 
visiting teams: Because SAC:S and 
NCAA guidelines for selecting peer 
reviewers are almost identical and 
because of the substantial similar 
iiy in the format and content of 
evaluation visits, the same three- 
to five member team should be 
able to accomplish both functions. 

A complete evaluation of the 
institution's NCAA self study re 
port, which will include areas not 
required for SACS accreditation, 
would satisfy most of the evaluative 
criteria established for intercolle 
giate athletics by SACS. Except for 
a few minor items, SACS evaluative 
criteria would be covered in the 
self-study repon by the responses 
to the following statements: 

■ The objectives and goals of 
the intercollegiate athletics pro- 
gram shall provide for the physical

An equitable plan 
for championships

CHAIR, NCAA DIVISION I CHAMPIONSHIPS COMMITTEE 

I hc proposaLs put forth by the NCAA Ex- 
ecutive Committee regarding the Assoc ia- 
tion's championships pro- 
gram have the potential to 
accomplish many meaning- 
ful goals at relatively little 
expense. 

At once, we can treat all 
championships equitably in 
terms of field sizes, per diem 
allowances and travel-party 
expenses. We can maintain 
our philosophy of providing 
quality competition for elite teams and ath- 
letes while providing championships access 
to conferences that may not have had it in 
the past By using .sponsorship as our base, 
we can have a championships program that 
reflects how the members are using their re- 
sources. 

From my perspective as chair of the Divi- 
sion 1 Championships Committee, these 
proposals represent an opportunity for a 
major accomplishment of which the Associ 
ation can be proud. We are poised to take a 
large step toward a more equitable cham- 
pionships program while maintaining fiscal 
responsibility and not unduly burdening 
any single championship. 

Nothing in this plan is final, but the best 
estimate is that the proposals on the table 
will cost the Association less than $2()(),0()(), 
a small amount compared to the overall 
championships budget of about $35 million. 
A possibility exists that the program may be 
accomplished for less. In August, the Execu- 
tive (Committee set aside $4..S million in a 
championships reserve with this project in 
mind, but in all probability, most of that 
money will not be needed for this purpose. 

More than money is involved, of course, 
which is why we have made such a point of 
soliciting the membership's opinions on 
championships ccjinpetition throughout this 
process. In early summer, the Executive 
Committee surveyed all member institutions 
and conferences, and in October, a subcom- 
mittee of the Division I Championships 
Committee met with chairs of committees

Accountability, competition can coexist

"Tfie idea of wanting programs to be competitive, to 
follow rules, to reflect well on the university and to be 
accountable is something that 1 fiave always believed in in 
my role as a president of a university. 

"Il is in keeping witli the spirit infusing intercollegiate 
athletics today lo he more accountable. We are all being 
asked to be more account able in higfier education, and 
athletics is pan C)f that movement. That is the tenor of our 
time in education 

"We have been looking at adopting the N(;AA standards 
for satisfactory progress as the appropriate standard for 
successful progress. I lliiiik they are appropriate standards 
because they are quite consisteiil and almost identical to 
what we have here already. The iiuniber of intercollegiate 
atfiletcs who persist and gel a degree here is increasing 
very nicely. Three years ago, it was 4.'$ percent; two years 
ago, we got to .54 pen ent; and last year, we got 5() perceiiL 

"I don't interpret lhat call for greater accountability in 
any way to suggest a diminution of interest and support for 
intercollegiate athletics."

"Our system recognizes that football players assume a 
ceilain degree of risk when they play a garrie that encour 
ages collisions. Tfie legal system doesn't kick in until the 
injury can be traced to someone's negligence. 

"Ill that sense, athletics is no different from any form of 
liuman endeavor. If you are negligent and your negligence 
I auses me fiarm, I can sue and recover from you. 

"By the same loken, if a coach teaches an illegal 
technique that can cause injury or encourages players to 
purposely injure other players, that coach should be held 
accountable. That is not a radical position, simply a logical 
extension of our law. 

"Our social policy does not and should not protect 
people wlio promote dangerous conductjust because they 
are i oaches."

Conference realignment

"According to a recent College Football Association 
financial survey of 66 Division I-A universities, on average 
football television revenue represents only 10 percent of 
an athletics budget anif tfie athletics budget constitutes 
only one perc ent of the total university budget. Moreover, 
iri today's economic climate, nothing can be takeri for 
granted. 

"Television revenue has a liigh degree of volatility. If a 
network loses money on a professional contract, there is 
less revenue for college riglits fees — 

" There are seven key factors to consider in the realign 
ment/ expansion decisions: 

"Can teams reach the level of expectation in winning 
tfiat lias been established over the years? In any super 
conference, half the teams will win ancl half will lose. 
Universities should be positioned where the level of 
expectation can be met. 

"Academic compatibility with conference members. 

"Leadership role in conference governance. 

"Alumni tjasc and flow of commerce; Universities 
should he in a conference where they have a large alumni 
base. The flow of commerce between states is significant 
for f)usiness and public interest. 

"Travel costs and time are minimized in a regional 
conference and expanded in a geographically broad 
conference. 

"A recruiting base is the lifeline for any program. A 
regional conference encourages closer ties with high 
.school coaches and parents to see llieir sons or daughters 
compete. 

"Traditions in college sjX)rts are established over years 
of competition and effectively separate college sports from 
pro sports. Often, these traditions are severed in changing 
conferences." 
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Overlooked recruit shoots down 
competition to win NCAA title 



West Virginia University junior Tim Manges has his sights set on 
a second NCAA individual title.

West Virginia University junior 
TiiTi Manges wasn't sure he rould 
i rack the national champion 
Mountaineer rifle team's top lour 
as a freshman, but he decided he 
would work hard and do his best. 

Within a year, his best was better 
than almost anyone else's. 

Manges won the 1992 NCAA 
smallbore rifle championship and 
was edged by teammate Ann Miirie 
Pfiffner for the individual air rifle 
crown. 

His smallbore standing score of 
389 established an NCAA cham 
pionships record for individual 
competition. Both he and Pfiffner 
tied the individual air-rifle record 
set by the Mountaineers' Gary 
Hardy in 1990 (.'593), but Pfiffner 
had hit 29 center shots to Manges' 
27 and claimed the championship. 

A day later, as West Virginia 
claimed its record fifth straight 
team title and eighth champion 
ship overall, Manges led all com- 
petitors in smallbore. In air rifle, 
both he and Alaska Fairbanks' 
Jennifer O'Neal shot a meet record 
39.5. 

Surprising success 

It is no shock that a Mountaineer 
would set a couple of meet records. 



Wliat is surjjrising is who did it 

As a liigh-school senior in Coeur 
d'Alene, Idaho, Manges had to 
shop himself around for a schol- 
arship. He wrote to West Virginia 
but said he wasn't sure he was 
good enough to shoot there. The 
Mountaineers were going throiigh 
a coaching change at the time, so 
Manges' letter went unanswered 
for a while. 

By March, coach Marsha Bea.s- 
Icy — who had taken over the pro- 
gram in November — was dfjwn to 
her last scholarship. She offered it 
to another shooter, who turtied it 
down. She called Manges, who, 
she recalls, "had shot some good 
scores, but nothing great, atid 
hadn't done well against top com- 
petition." 

Beasley, who said she is embar 
rassed now to think how close she 
came to not getting Manges, 
thought she had dropped the ball 
in recruiting. Ironically, Manges 
says he thought West Virginia did 
the best job of recruiting him, 

"Once she contacted me, I knew 
that was where I wanted to go," he 
said. 

Thanks ex-teammate 

Manges crediLs f ormer teammate 
Hardy with helping him develop 
his confidence and work ethic. 
Although he has the term "na 



tional champion" attached to his 
name now, Miinges still doesn't 
see himself as being better than 
other shooters. 

"I look at others as having 
proved that they arc better than I 
am, ami it's up to me to prove my 
worth," he said. "It's taken me 
longer to reali/c (his ability) than 
it has other people. 1 still have to 
work hard to be as good as every 
one else." 

I he spot! of rifle is physically 
tougher than one might think. 
Although there isn't much move 
ment, competition is grueling. 
Matches can start at 8 a.m. and not 
finish until 2 p.m. Competitors 
shoot 160 shots in increments of 
40 with varied lengths of rest in- 
between. The typical smallbore 
rifle weighs about 15 pounds. Air 
rifles weigh about 12 pounds. 

"You have to keep your heail 
rate down when you're shooting. 
Manges said. "If it gets too high, 
you can start bouncing." 

M;inges stays in shape by lifting 
weights twice a week and running 
three miles a day, three tiines a 
week. 

Mental toughness 

Mental toughness also is impor 
tant in competition because a 
match is "like running the same 
play in football 160 times and 



trying to get it perfect," he said. 

Because of West Virginia's suc- 
cess. Manges and his teammates — 
although far from being media 
stars — are better known than 
shooters on other campuses. 

"Everyone knows about the rifle 
team, but they don't follow it or 
know when there's a match," he 
said. "They are really warm to the 
idea and like the fact that there is 
a national-champion team here." 

Though he has plenty of colle- 
giate shooting left to do. Manges 
has his sights set on higher goals. 
A member of the U.S. National 
Developmental Team, he has shot 
in nuinercjus international matches 
and was one of three collegiate 



shooters to compete in the Olym- 
pic Trials last year. On the last day, 
he shot 1,169, which was a new 
junior and collegiate record for 
the outdoor 50-meter course. 

"He didn't qualify but he showed 
he could compete with anyone," 
Bcaslcy said. "The other shooters 
knew he was there." 

Manges, who hopes to train full 
tiiTie at the Olympic Training Cen 
ter after graduation, said he's in 
this sport for the long haul. 

"I will pursue the Olympics as 
long as I'm competitive," he said. 
"When I reach the age where 
people that are my age now start 
beating me, I'll move on and let 
them take their shot."

Torretta's leadership 
lands Heisman award 



Uriivcrsiiy of Miami (Florida) 
quarterback (jino Torretta's bot- 
toiii line earned him the top honor 
in college football December 12 
when he was named the winner of 
the 1992 Heisman Memorial 
Trciphy. 

Ibrretta won a close race with 
two players who had more impres- 
sive individual statistics. San Diego 
State University running back Mar- 
shall Faulk, the early season favor- 
ite to win the award, rushed for 
1,630 yards to lead Division I-A for 
the second straight season, and 
University of Georgia running back 
Garrison Hearst led the division 
in .scoring (21 touchdowns for 126 
points) and was .second in rushing 
(1,547 yards). 

But these performances were 
overshadfwed by Torretta's lead- 
ership of a team that can earn its 
second straight wire-service na- 
tional championship with a victory 
over the University of Alabama, 
Tuscaloosa, in the USF&G Sugar 
Bowl January 1 . The Hurricanes 



are 26 1 with Torretta as the start 
ing quarterback. 

Ibrretta finished the season 
fifth in Division I-A in total offense 
with 276 yarcls per game, and his 
passing-efficiency rating of 132.S 
was 19th in the division. In 402 
attempts, Torretta passed for 19 
touchdowns and just seven inter- 
ceptions. 

The senior from Pinole, ('ali- 
fornia, received 310 first-place 
votes and 1,400 points in nation 
wide voting by sports journalists 
and former Heisman winners. 
Faulk, a sophomore, finished sec- 
ond with 164 first-place votes and 
1,080 points.

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Clemson basketball gets two-year probation 



Case summary 



The N(;AA C-ommittee on Infractions has plat f d Clemson Univer- 
sity's athletics program on probation for two years for major 
violations of NCAA legislation in its men's basketball program. 

The sanctions imposed by the committee included: 

■ The prohibition of any expense paid visits for prospcclive 
student-athletes in tiicti's basketball during the 1993 calendar year. 

■ A limit of two expense paid visits to campus for prospective 
student-athletes in men's basketball during the 1994 calendar year. 

■ rhe repayment of 50 percent of the revenue the imivcrsity 
received from its participation in the 1990 N(;AA Division I Men's 
Basketball Championship. (The percentage was based on the 
amount the institution received after the em ire amount was shared 
with other members of its conference.) 

■ The forfeiture of all basketball games that the institution won 
during the 1990 basketball championship in which an ineligible 
student athlete \y.m icipated. 

In addition, the committee adopted as its own the significant 
penalties that the university had self imposed in this case. Those 
included: 

■ rhe acceptance of the resignation of the involved assistant 
men's basketball coach. That position will not be filled before July 1, 
199.'5, leaving the university with one assistant c oach during the 1992- 
93 academic year. 

■ The elimination of all off-campus recruiting activities from 
August 7, 1992, to August 6, 1993. 

■ The reduction of athletically related financial aid awarcls in 
men's basketball to 13 during the 1992-93 academic year and 12 
during the 1993-94 ac ademic year. 

Although this case involved violations that occ utred within five 
years of the effective date of penalties for a prior major violation liy 
the institution, the committee noted that the primary violations in 
t his case occurred before the elate of the report in the previous case 
and determined that the repeat-violator rule did not apply. 

The committee found that a student-athlete was improperly 
certified as eligible when there was sufficient information available 
to the institution that should have put the university on notice of 
significant problems with the student athlete's academic credentials. 
"This information," the committee said, "was either ignored or not 



considered, even though it was brought to the attention of the 
institutifjn of) more than one occasion." 

The committee also found that the involved assistant coach 
attempted to conceal a secondary violation involving a first class 
airline ticket for a prospective student-athlete. "Had the violation 
been repcjrted by this individual," the committee said, "it would have 
l)ecn no more than a secondary violation because of the circum- 
stances. Instead, by attempting to i onccal it, and by providing false 
and misleading information about it, he turned it into a serious major 
violation." 

In addition, the crjmmittce determined the involved assistant 
coach provided improper transportation during a prospect's official 
visit and ofYered liencfits to the family of a prospective student 
athlete. 

The committee's findings normally would subject the university to 
minimum penalties prescrilied by the NCAA membership for 
institutions involved in major violations, which include: a two-year 
probationary period; elimination of expense paid recruiting visits 
for one year; elimination of off campus recruiting for one year; 
possible terinination of the employment of all staff members who 
condoned the violations, and the loss of postseason competition and 
television opportunities for one year. 

The N(;AA membership has, though, given the comtnittee the 
authority to impose lesser penalties if it cletennines that the case is 
unicjue. The committee concluded that this case was unique because 
of the limited number of violations, the university's investigation, its 
compliance program, its self-imposition of appropriate penalties and 
its cooperation in the irivcstigation. 

Because of his involvement in these violations, the committee 
deteniiined that if the f'omier assistant coach seeks employment as 
an atlilctics department staff mcmljcr at an NCAA ineinber institution 
before March 30, 1994, he and the involved institution will be asked 
to appear before the Committee on Infractions; the committee at that 
point will consider whether that member institution should be 
subject to the show-cause procedures of NCAA legislation. Tliose 
procedures could limit that coach's athletically related duties at the 
new institution for a designated pcrifjd. 



I. Introduction. 

Ill Ntiy 1989, the enforcement slati was 
Loiuac ied by a source who reported infor 
iiiiitioii aljoiit possible violations of NC.AA 
legislation in the iiieri's basketball program 
at Clemson University related to its recriiii- 
menl ol a piospi ttivc student athlete Dur- 
ing the fall of 1989, several additional 
sources contacted the NCAA enforcement 
staff and rcpcjilcd information about the 
prospective snidellt athlete and the young 
man's high schcxif I his information poten- 
tially involved several NCAA member insti 
lulioiis, coaches, representatives antl \i\)^h 
schools at which they recruit, and includerl 
a broad range of alleged recruiting viola- 
tions. 

As a result of this iiifonnatioii, the staff 
began an intjuiry into the operation of 
Clemson University's men's basketball pro- 
gram. The young man's high-school board 
of education cooperated in the investigation 
anil assisted the enforcement slatl in (he 
development of its infoniiation. Duringthe 
investigation, the NCAA ("oinmittee on 
liilractions granted limited immunity to the 
student-athlete. Following the initial inves- 
tigation, a letter of preliminary inquii-y was 
sent to the university's president June .'i, 

1991, and a letter ol olFicial inquiry was 
issued to the university December 3, 1991 

In January 1992, the enforcement staff 
received additional information about other 
alleged NCAA rule violations in the men's 
basketball program. These allegations 
prompted renewed investigative efforts by 
the enforcement staff, which resulted in a 
suppleliienlal letter of official intjuiry. This 
teller was sent to the university June 2B, 

1992. On Augusi 7, 1992, the university 
submitted its response to both inquiries, 
l lie staff received the response front the 
sUiilent athlete August 7, 1 992, and from the 
former assislarit men's basketball coach 
involved in the case August 10, 1992. A 
pieheaiing conference was hflfl wi(Fi ulii- 
vrisily ifpresentatives August 26, 1992- 
Prehearing ronferenres were held with the 
Icj^al counsels (or the student-athlete and 
the assistant coach September 10, 1992, and 
the vire-piovost, who also was the director 
of admissions for the university, September 
14 and 15, 1992. 

The Committtc on Infractions found 
there were major violations in men's bas- 
ketball I hc violation charged in I^rt II A 
of this report was particularly serious be- 
cause it involved the improper conduct of 
those involved in the cenifitation of stu 
deiit-athletes' eligibility. A student-athlete 
was improperly certified as eligible when 
there was sufficient information available 
to the itistitution that should have put the 
university administrators responsible for 
certification on notice of significant prob- 
lems with the student athlete's academic 
credentials. This information was either 
ignored oi not considered, even though it 
was brought to the attention of the institu 
tion on more than one occasion. 

Very serious allegations were made 
against a sludetU-athlete. These allegations 
involved providing lalse and misleading 
infomiation about courses he had taken in 
high school that could have affected his 
eligibility at Clemson University. The Com- 
mittee on Infractions was compelled lo 
dismiss those allegations because the stu- 
dent-aihlele was questioned on Clemson 
University's campus outside the presence of 
a member of the university staff 

N(]AA legislation provides in Bylaw 
.S2. 3.3.1 that if an interview with an enrolled 
student-athlete is conducted on the instttu- 
tion's campus, an institutional representa- 
tive will be pennitted to be present so long 
as the subject matter relates to the individu 
al's institution or could allect thf individual's 
eligibility. If an NCAA investigatr)r wishes to 
discuss otiiel institutions, then the repre- 
sentative Irom the student-athlete's institu 
tion would be dismissed. If, hc»wever, after 
the repi'eseiitative leaves, information is 
inadvenendy reported by the student athlete 
that is related to the individual's institution, 
it may not be used against the student- 
athlele or that institution. 

In this case, the studeni-aihleie was being 
questioned by a member of the NC^AA 
enforcement stall on Clemson University's 
campus in the presence of a represent at ivr 
of the university. During the questioning, 
the topic of the investigation changed to 
other institutions, and the representative of 
C^lemsori University was asked to leave the 
room Later during the questioning, the 
NCAA enforcement staff member asked the 
student-athlete about matters related to his 
high-school academic records, which ulti- 
mately could have affected his eligibility at 
Clemson University and that could have 
affected the university, before asking the 
institutional representative to return to the 
room It was alleged that false information 



was provided by the young man during this 
pan of questioning. His answers, given 
when a representative of ("lem.son Univer- 
sity had been excused, were the substantial 
basis for the charges made against him and 
could have affected his eligibility at Clemson 
University. As a result, the violations charged 
in an allegatic^n were dismissed for failure 
by the NCAA enforcement staff to follow 
the procedures required by NCAA rules. 

The circumstances surrounding the vio- 
lation found in I^rt II B of this report were 
unfortunate. This matter involved an assist- 
ant coach providing a firstnrlass airline 
ticket to a prospective student athlete to 
return home after his oflicial visit. The 
university airplane on which the student- 
athlete was to return home sustained a 
mechanical failure. The involved assistant 
coach aiTanged for the student athlete to 
use a first-class ticket on his return home. 
Had the violation been reported by the 
assistant coach and the institution, it would 
have been no more than a secondary viola- 
tion because of the circumstances. Instead, 
by attempting to conceal the violation, 
arranging for the ticket to be paid for by 
another person, and providing false and 
misleading information about the lieket 
purchase, it became a serious major viola- 
tion 

This last event should serve as an example 
to others who are involved in violations. 
Violations should be promptly and accu- 
rately reported in order to avoid the conse- 
quences that have taken place in this case 

As a result of the violation in I^rt II A, it 
also should be noted that when a university 
employee with oversight responsibilities 
holds a dual role within the institution, 
great care must be taken by that individual 
to avoid actual or apparent conflicts of 
interest in carrying out responsibilities. 

A sunmiary of the violations lound in the 
men's basketball program is as follows: 

fl A significant failure to exercise ap- 
propriate institutional control and satisfy 
the obligations of membership in proce 
dures used to cenity a basketball recruit 
during the 1989 90 academic year. 

B Providing improper transportation 
during a prospect's official paid visit 

H Offering benefits to the family of a 
prospective student-athlete. 

H Providing gifts to prospective student 
athletes. 

H Unethical conduct by an assistant 
men's basketball coach 

In assessing the penalties, as required by 
Bylaw 1 9.4.2 in cases involving major viola- 



tions, the committee took into consideration 
the limited number of violatiotis, the uni- 
versity's investigation, its compliance pro 
gram, the self imposition of appropriate 
penalties and its cooperation in the investi- 
gation. For these reasons, the committee 
did not impose the lull range of minimum 
penalties. 

The Committee on Infractions did not 
impose the prescribed minimum penalties 
for a repeat violator as set forth in Bylaw 
19.4.2.3, even though (Hemson University 
was found responsible for a violatioti of 
NCAA rules in a previous case in which an 
infractions report was issued May 30, 19?M) 
The primary violations in the current case 
occurred bef ore the date of the report in 
the previous case so the repeat violatoi 
legislation did not apply. 

In summary, the penalties adopted by the 
committee as they apply lo the men's bas- 
ketball program are: 

H Public reprimand and censure. 
H Two-year probationary period_ 
H Development of a comprehensive ed- 
ucational program. 

H Reduction of the number of assistant 
coaches during the H)92-03 academic year. 

H Elimination of all off-campus recruit- 
ing foi a period of one year from Augusi 7, 
1992. until August (i, 1993. 

B Reductic^n of financial aid awards 
from 14'to 13 during the 1992 93 academic 
year and from 13 to 12 during the 1993-94 
academic year. 

H Significant limitation on expense- 
paid visits to campus by prospective student- 
athletes for two years. 

B Koi feituie of all games its team won 
during the 1990 NCAA Division I Men's 
Basketball C^hampionship in which an in- 
eligible student-athlete participated and the 
return ol all learn awards. 

M A recommendation that the institu 
tion return a portion of the leverme it 
received as a result of the instilul ion's 
panicipaiion in the 1990 NCAA Division I 
Men's Basketball f 'hampionship

In the summer and fall of 1989, the 
university failed to exercise appropriate 



institutional control and to satisfy the con- 
ditions and oliligations of membership. 
Before, at the time of and sub.sequent to the 
institution's certification October 13, 1989, 
that a prospective .student-athlete was eligi 
hie lor practice, competition and athletically 
related financial aid at the institution, 
insufficient and inadequate eftoits were 
made to determine the actual eligibility 
status of the young man in light of informa- 
tion that was available at the institution that 
raised questic^ns about the validity of the 
prospect's academic achievement records. 
This infoiination included: (1) two high- 
school transcripts that clearly contained 
conflicting information concerning the 
young man's high-school courses and 
grades earned, (2) several "re.source" 
courses that were includerl on oiw transcript 
that were remedial in nature but weie used 
by the university lo calculate the young 
man's core curriculum grade-point average, 
and (3) anonymous telephone calls leceived 
by the head men's basketball coach during 
the fall of 1989 that alleged that the pro- 
spective studeni-aihlcte's high-school tran- 
Sf i ipt was fraudulent 

On November 29, 1989, the NCAA en- 
forcemeni staff informed the institution 
that the young man's high-school transcript 
could be fraudulent, but in December 1989 
and January 1990, the institutic>n continued 
to fail in Its responsibilities in thai: (1) the 
institution persisted in its initial eligibility 
evaluation, even though the institution's 
further review of the inforn)ation used to 
cenify ilie young man eligible identified 
numerous discrepancies, (2) during a visit 
to one of the high schools, the university's 
associate dean of admissions was prcjvided 
explanations concerning the conflicting 
H tUiscripts that he considered unsatisfactory 
and advised that a corrected transcript 
would be seni lo the university with a 
tlioiough explanation of the discrepancies; 
(3) after discussing the visit to rhe high 
school by the associate dean of admissions, 
hut belc»re receiving a corrected transcript 
from the high school, the university's vice- 
provost who also was the dean of admis- 
sions, contacted the NCAA legislative servi- 
ces depanment for an interpretation In his 
call, he raised only one of the issues the 
associate dean of admissions had identified 
as possible problems. This involved the 
conversion ol the numerical grades earned 
at his original high school to the grading 
scale at the high school to which the pro- 
spective student-athlete transferred; the 
other issues were not raised, and (4) in 



January HWl, the corrected transcript from 
the high school to which he transferred was 
sent to the university. Although the tran- 
.script was significantly dilfeient from the 
transcript used by the university to cenify 
eligibility (including a change in the overall 
grade-pcjint average from 2- 180 to 1 940), 
ihe second transcript was ignored and 
simply filed with no further consideration 
given to it 

During the 1989-90 academic year, the 
young man practiced and competed as a 
nonqualifier due to the university's reliance 
on a transcript that included an inflated 
overall grade-point average and that was 
inconsistent with another transcript on file 
with the public school system where he 
attended high school. The transcript on file 
.il the institution appealed to have been 
manufactured simply to meet NCAA eligi- 
bility requirements and li<is not been found 
anywhere except at (Memson University. 

In November 1990, the enforcement staff 
infonned the institution that the piospective 
student-athlete might be ineligible, t he 
enforcement staff questioned whether reme- 
dial courses had been used by the university 
to cenify the young man as eligible in 1989. 
The institution elected to withhold the 
young man temporarily from panicipaiion 
and subsequently classified him as a panial 
qualifier. The university appealed to the 
NCAA Eligibility Committee for immediate 
restoration but the university's appeal was 
denied. The university then appealed the 
Eligibility Committee's decision tC) the NCAA 
Ciouncil Subcommittee on Eligibility Ap- 
peals It was determined that the young 
man could not he classified as a qualifier 
and that he must complete one year in 
residence without competition. 

In reviewing the institution's actions in 
certifying initial eligibility for the student 
athlete in the fall of 1989, the follciwing 
shcmid be noted; 

1. In late July or early August 1989, the 
admissions office manager and the associate 
dean of admissions reviewed the prospective 
student-athlete's high-school transcript from 
the second high school he attended, which 
included grades for courses from his f irst 
high school where the young man had 
attended during ninth and lOth grades On 
August 10, as a result of a question raised 
during this review, the vice-provost/ dean of 
admissions spoke by telephone with the 
principal of the first high school to obtain 
information concerning at least one course.

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The N(;AA (Committee on Infractions has placed the University of 
New Mexico's athletics program on probation for three years for 
major violations in the men's indoor and outdoor track programs 
and the women's gymnastics program. The sanctions imposed by the 
committee include the following: 

■ In men's cross country and indoor and outdoor track, no initial 
athletically related financial aid awards shall be given during the 
1993 91 academic year. 

■ The university may not provide expense-paid visits in prospective 
.student athletes in those sports during the 1993 calendar year. 

■ Neither the indoor and outdoor track teams nor any members 
of those teams may participate in postseason competition at the end 
of tlic 1992-93 season. 

■ Neither the cross country team nor any members of that team 
may participate in postseason competition at the end rjf the 1993 
season. 

In addition, the institution that cunently employs the former head 
men's track coach involved in the case shall show cause why it should 
not be penalized if it fails io take appropriate action with regard to 
this individual. In the committee's current view, such action should 
include: (1) undertaking an educational program under the supervi- 
sion of his present university in NCAA rules and compliance 
practices, and (2) recertifying that he has no knowledge of any rules 
violations. 

Since the university discontinued its women's gymnastics prograiti, 
no sanctions will be imposed by the committee as long as the 
program is not reinstated for a period of five years from the effective 
date of the penalties. If the lomier head women's gymnastics coach, 
however, seeks employment as an athletics department staff member 
ai an NCAA member institution during the next 1 0 years, he and the 
involved institution will be asked to appear before the Committee on 
Infractions; the committee at that point will consider whether that 
incmber institution should be subject to the show cause procedures 
of NCAA legislation. Those procedures could limit the coach's 
athletically related duties at the new in.stitution. 

The track violations, for the most part, involved a series of 
problems relating to foreign student-athletes. The former head 
coach permitted one such studcnt-athleie to compete in one track 
event on liehalf of the university after the university received 
information from the NCAA about false documents relating to the 



young man's high school record. 

The former head coach also facilitated the admission of various 
foreign student-athletes by soliciting boosters to guarantee the 
availability of financial resources for the foreign student-athletes 
during their enrollment. The guarantees were needed to obtain the 
admission of foreign students to the university. 

In addition, representatives of the university's athletics interests 
provided lodging, meals and local transpoitaticm for a student- 
athlete and a prospective student-athlete during a three-week period 
in the summer of 1990. Although the students were supposed to 
perform domestic duties for the representatives in exchange for 
these benefits, the duties performed were insufficient. 

The women's gymnastics violations were reported by the university 
to the NCAA in March 1992. Among other things, the committee 
found that the involved head coach deliberately participated in a 
.scheme to establish a young woman's eligibility using fraudulent 
scores on a Schrjlastic Aptitude Test and a Michigan Test for English 
Proficiency. The tests were taken by an individual who, with the 
knowledge of the coach, posed as the prospective student athlete. 

The former head coach then gave false and misleading information 
in an effort to cover up the fact that another individual took the tests 
for the young woman, and he encouraged the young woman to 
misrepresent the facts to the university. 

"It is clear," the committee said, "that in both the track and 
gymnastics violations, substantial benefits were provided in violation 
of NC j\A rules, and significant competitive advantages were attempted 
and gained. 

"It is particularly distressing," the committee continued, "that some 
of the most serious violations relating to eligibility and admissions 
credentials and the administration of eligibility standards were areas 
where scrutiny by officers of the university outside of the athletics 
department should have been able to provide an effective check and 
monitoring function." 

The committee said it would have imposed more severe penalties 
if the university had not exhibited a commitment to correcting its 
problems by assuming greater institutional control over its athletics 
program. Among the university's actions that the committee took into 
account were the efforts made to discover and self report the 
violations in the women's gymnastics program, and then to take 
appropriate disciplinary action. 



I. Introduction. 

'1 his cise involvetJ two separate sets oi 
violations in two diileieiit sports programs 
at the University o( New Mexico. The first 
^loup of violations involved the men's track 
te.im. The li ai k case arose in Miirch 1 99t) .is 
a result of inquiries into the itnpro|>cr 
admission ot a lorcign student athlete 
tlirouKh the use of fraudulent acadeniit 
records. 

The second Rroup of violations involved 
the university's vvonien's ^mnaslics pro- 
({laiii. The university sell-icported these 
violations to the NCAA in March 1002 The 
C:oiiiiiiittee on Ilif rai lions determined that 
each of the sets of violations, on its own, 
constituted a major violatic>n as defined in 
NCAA legislation 

rile processing of this case was delayed 
liecause the head men's track coach who 
was in charge of the university's men's track 
team duniig the time when the trat k viola 
lions ociuited liad relocated to Nevada. 
When the NCAA eiifolceinciU staff was 
prepared to conduct a prehearing confer 
eiu e with llie coach lo provide the custom- 
ary oppoilunity under NCAA jjrocedures to 
review the intormation that the enlorcemeni 
stalT would be using at the upcoming infrac 
tions hearing, legal counsel for the NCAA 
advised thai the hearing should he post- 
poned indelmitely lircause a Nevada law 
became effective April H, 1001. that prohi 
hired the enlotceinenl staff from conducting 
such a hearing with the coach as long as 
< ertain conditions were not met. The con- 
dilic>ns rec|uired by the Nevada law crjn- 
flictedwith NCAA enforcement procedures, 
so the case came to a halt In 1002, the 
NCAA prevailed in obtaining a ruling in a 
lawsuit challenging the cODStillitionality of 
the Nevada state law. Siibsequendy, the 
( oach agreed to patlicipale in the case and 
waived the application of the Nevada state 
law, if any, to his participation in the infrac- 
tions case proceedings. The case then was 
heaid by the Committee on Infractions 
Augu.st 9, 1092. At the hearing, the coach 
reaffirmed his waiver of the application of 
the Nevada law and expressed to the com- 
mittee his desire to have the proceedings go 
forward. 

rhe track case began March 23. 10<M), 
after the NCAA eligibility staff received 
information from an NCAA member insti 
tution that the University of New Mexico 
admitted a foreign student-athlete based on 
a fraudulent high school transcript and 
West African Examination Council ( WAEC) 
certificate. On April 2, 100(), the eligibility 
staff informed the university of this reported 
information and recjuested that the institu 
tion submit the young man's high school 
transcript, WAKC certificate, all results 
front his entrance or placement examina- 
tions, and verification used by the institution 
to cenify the young man as eligible for 
intercollegiate athletics competition at the 
institution. Upon receipt of the eligibility 
staffs April 2 letter, the institution declared 
the young man ineligible in an April 16, 
1090, letter to the eligitjility staff However, 
after reviewing the information submitted 
lo the N(]AA, the institution concluded that 
a violation of Nf;AA legislation did not 
occur and reinstated the young man's eligi- 
bility. 

In an April IK, 1990, letter to the institu- 
ticm, the eligibility staff identified another 
institution at which the young man had 
attempted to gain admission by using a 
fraudulent high school transciipt and 
WAEf; cenificate. Based on this informa 
lion, on April 10, 1000, the institution ag-ain 
declared the young man ineligible lor fur- 
ther competition. Subsequendy, after the 
young man had been declared ineligible, 
the eligibility staff received information 
indicating that the young man was repre 
senting the tlniversiry of New Mexico in a 
track meci in Houston, Texas. This led the 
eligibility staff to schedule a visit in late May 
lo the university's campus lo examine the 
eligibility issues During this on campus 
visit, the NCAA eligibility representative 
identified several possible NCAA rules 
violations. On June 1, 1990, ihe NCLAA staff 
conducted on-campiis interviews with regard 
lo the enforcement issues A preliminary 
letter of inquiry w.is issued July 10, 1990, 
and the off icial letter of intjuiry was issued 
March ,'>, 1001 I he institution's response 
was submitted May 10, 199 1. As noted above, 
conflicLs between requirements of Nevada 
state law and NCAA procedures delayed 
processing the case. 

The track violations, for the most part, 
involved a series of problems relating to 
lorcign student athletes. The head coach 
facilitated the admission of various foreign 
student-athletes by soliciting boosters lo 
guarantee the availability of financial re- 
sources for the foreign student athletes 
during their enrollment The guarantees

were needed to obtain the admission of 
foreign students to the university 

Although one of the foreign student- 
athletes was declared ineligible by the uni- 
versity hccause of the information received 
from the NCAA about false documents 
relating to the young man's high-school 
record, the head coach permitted the young 
man to compete ot» behalf of the university 
in a track event and used university funds to 
pay the student- athlete's expenses for trans- 
portation, lodging and meals. 

The committee found that the following 
violations occurred in the university's men's 
track program. The university agreed the 
violations occurred. 

B Representatives of the university's 
athletics interests signed forms guaranteeing 
substantial amounts of financial assistance 
for several prospective student-athletes from 
foreign conn|ries_ These forms were needed 
in order to obtain admission to the univer- 
sity. 

H Vhc head coach entertained a student- 
athlete at a restaurant with a booster, pro- 
viding a meal and local automobile trans 
ponalion. The booster subsequendy lent 
funds to the student-athlete so he could 
participate in a track mccL 

H The head coach permitted a student- 
athlete to participate oil behalf of the uni- 
versity at an NC'AA/ TACl-sanctioned track 
meet, providing institutional funds for ex- 
penses, although the coach knew the stu- 
dent athlete was not eligible to compete 

B Representatives of the university's 
athletics interests provided lodging, meals 
and local transportation for a student- 
athlete and a prospective student-athlete 
during a three week pctiod ui the summer 
Although the students were supposed to 
perform domestic duties for the represen 
tatives in exchange for these benefits, the 
duties performed were insufTicienL 

H A representative of the institution's 
athletics interests was used to obtain M'udc- 
mic transcripts of a prospective student 
athlete from a foreign country in order to 
expedite review of the young man's eligibil- 
ity for enrollment 

■ The institution failed to exercise ap 
propriate institutional control and moni 
toring in administering its intercollegiate 
men's track program. 

The women's gymnastics violations were 
reported by the university to the NCAA in 
March 19^*2 These violations related lo 
various actions taken by the head women's 



gymnastics coach with respect to a foreign 
student-athlete he recruited. Violations oc 
curred during recruitment, when the young 
woman received meals, lodging and other 
living expenses from the head coach, and 
when the head coach deliberately partici- 
pated in a scheme to establish the young 
woman's eligibility using fraudulent scores 
on an SAT (Scholastic Aptitude Test) and 
MTEP (Michigan Test for English Profi- 
ciency). The tests were taken by an individ- 
ual who, with the knowledge of the coach, 
posed as the prospective student athlete. 
When the university began its investigation 
of this matter, the head coach gave false 
and misleading information in an effort to 
cover up that another individual took the 
lest for the young woman. He also encour- 
aged the young woman lo misrepresent the 
facts to the university and tell university 
investigators that she had taken the tests 
herself Subsequendy, the head coach ar 
knowledged he had lied and had done so to 
protect the identity of the person who took 
the tests. 

In summary, the university reported and 
the committee found that the following 
violations occurred in the univei sity's wom- 
en's gymnastics program: 

■ The bead coach provided lodging 
and meals in his home and provided other 
living expenses lo a prospective student- 
athlete who was a highly regarded recruit. 
He tried to justify the provision of such 
benefits by obtaining a document executed 
in the young woman's home country that 
attempted to establish the head coach as 
her legal guardian, which, in fact, it did noL 

■ The head coach knowingly panici 
pated in a fraudulent scheme in which a 
fomier student athlete took the SAT and the 
MTKP for a prospective studetit athlete by 
falsely rcpreseniing herself lo be the pro 
spective student-athlete 

The committee found that the following 
violations of the principles of ethical con- 
duct had been (CHumitted by the fonner 
head coach: 

I Knowingly operating the university's 
women's gymnastics progiam contrary to 
NCAA rules 

■ Providing ialse and misleading infor 
mation to the institution when representa- 
tives of the university asked him who had 
taken the SAT and MTEP for the prospective 
student-athlete 

H Encouraging the prospective student- 
athlete to misrepresent the facts to the 



university about Ihe circumstances sur 
rounding the taking of the SAT and MTEP 
submitted on her behalf. 

rhe committee detennined the violations 
in each program constituted major viola- 
tions. In itlost instances, these were viola- 
tions for which the head coach of the sport 
was primarily responsible and was in a 
position to prevent, either by exercising 
greater diligence in knowing the rules or by 
accepting a greater commitment to observe 
the rules. Violations in the women's gym 
nasties program were particularly egregious 
in that the head coach attempted to justify 
flagrant and deliberate violations of clearly 
understood rules of recruiting and eligibility 
on the basis of his own personal judgment 
It is dear, in both the track and the gymnas 
tics violations, that substantial benefits 
were provided in violation of NCAA rules, 
.tnd significant competitive advantages were 
both attempted and gained. It is particularly 
distressing that some of the most serious of 
the violations related U> eligibility and ad 
missions credentials and the administration 
of eligibility standards were areas where 
St rutniy by ofl^icers of the university outside 
of the athletics department should have 
been able to provide an effective check and 
monitoring lunction. 

This case displayed two of the character- 
istics that the committee traditionally re- 
gards as sciious violations that, indepen 
dently, ordinarily are enough to make the 
case one presenting a major violation under 
the Association's rules. Eirstly, in each 
sport, there arc significant violations for 
which the head roach of the spon was 
responsible and that could have been pre- 
vented had the head coach exercised ap- 
propriate responsibility in enforcing the 
rules. Although the university was not aware 
ot its head coaches' actions at the times the 
violations occuiTed, the university placed 
the coaches in their positions ol responsi- 
bility for the sports programs. A head coach 
is an important agent of the university in 
fulfilling its responsibility for maintaining 
institutional control over its intercollegiate 
sports program. In these cases, serious 
deficiencies occurred in meeting these 
responsibilities. Additionally, as found with 
respect to the track program, the university 
compounded this problem because it in- 
adequately monitored the maiuier in which 
the head coach administered the program 
and interacted with other parts of the uni- 
versity. Secondly, there were violations in 



the women's gymnastics program involving 
the submission of fraudulent admissioti 
credentials to establish the eligibility of a 
student athlete- Violations that corrupt aca 
demic standards offend the basic principles 
on which the Association s membership is 
premised. 

Ciiven Ihe nature of the violations dis- 
cussed above, the committee would have 
imposed more severe penalties if the uni 
versity had not exhibited a commitment to 
correctitig its problems by assuming greater 
institutional control over its athletics pro- 
gram. Among the actions by the university 
that the committee took into account in 
determining the level of sanctions for this 
case were the efforts made to riisccjver and 
self-report the violations in the women's 
gymnastics program, and then to take ap- 
propriate disciplinary action. The university 
discontinued its women's gymnastics pro- 
grams for reasons unrelated to the events in 
this case. However, the committee treated 
this action as a sufficient substitute lor 
penalties that otherwise would be required 
under the mandatory penalty structure. 

In summary, the penalties adopted by the 
committee are: 

■ f hree-year proljationary period dur 
ing which the university shall conduct an 
in-depth review ol its compliance system 
and methods for exercising institutional 
control. 

Penalties related to men's indoor and 
outdoor track and cross country are: 

B No official visits for a one-year period 
from January 1, 199."^. to December .^1, I99.S. 

fl No postseason competition at the end 
of the 1992-93 season in men's indoor and 
outdoor track. 

H No postseason competition at the end

I No new athletics grants-in-aid may be 
awarded for 1993-94. During the 1992-9.S 
academic year, the institution may not 
award any additional initial athletically 
related aid in the sport of men's track and 
cross cotintry for any student-athlete not on 
the team roster November 1, 1992- 

■ Recertification of compliance of its 
men's indoor and outdoor track and cross 
country programs. 

H The former head coach will be subject 
to a shoWHjause order as to why he should 
not be required to undertake an NCAA 
rules-education program at his current

H In view ol'rhe action of the university 
to discontinue its women's gymnastics pro- 
gram, no sanctions on tlial program will be 
imposed as long as the program is not 
reinstated lor a period c»f five years from 
the effective date of this report. 

H The former head women's gymnastics 
coach will be subject to a show-cause order 
requiring the coach to appear before the 
committee to consider whether his athleti 
cally related duties should be limited if he is 
employed at an NClAA institution during a 
10-year period from the effective dale ot 
this penalty. 

The following sections of this nifraclions 
report set forth the committee's findings 
and penalties in detail. 
II. VIolationi of NCAA legiBlation, 
ai determined by committee. 

A. Women's Gymnastics. 

Violations reported by the institution 
and found by the Committee on Infractions: 

1 I NCAA Bylaws 13 013. 13.2.1, 13.2.2 
and I3 .5.2J 

During the period from March through 
August 1991, while recruiting a women's 
gymnastics prospective student-athlete, the 
head women's gymnastics coach provided 
lodging, meals and entertainment in his 
home to the prospect at no cost to her while 
initiating efTorts to become the young wom- 
an's legal guardian_ The coach erroneously 
believed he would not be precluded from 
providing those living expenses normally 
prohibited under NCAA recruiting legisla- 
tion if he were her legal guardian From 
December 1991 until the prospect's enroll 
ment at the university in January 1992, the 
head coach again provided lodging and 
living expenses in his home at no cost to the 
young woman. During the prospect's resi 
dence with the head coach, she trained at a 
local gym with the head coach's assistance 
at a reduced cost to the young woman. 

While the head coach was recruiting the 
prospect, he used a former student-athlete 
from the team, who served as a volunteer 
coach with the gymnastics program and 
who was fluent in a foreigti language, to 



assist in the recruitment by maintaiiiitig 
contact with the prospect, who was unable 
to converse with the coach at that time 
because she did not speak Etiglish. This 
individual was not authorized to participate 
in recruiting activities on behalf of the 
university under NCAA rules, as the head 
coach should have known. 

2 [NCAA Bylaw 10.l-(b)l 

During the spring of 1991, the head 
Women's gymnastics coach solicited a 
ff^nner student athlete to lake the SAT and 
the M'I'KF for a prcispective student-athlete, 
telling the individual that the young woman 
was not adequately proficient in English to 
pass the tests and that the prospect would 
be unable to enroll at the institution if the 
individual did not help the prospect by 
taking the tests The head coach drove this 
individual to the motor vehicle office located 
in another city, where she presented the 
young wcmian's birth cctiiticate and ob- 
tained a picture identification card with her 
picture and the prospect's name. In June 
1991, the individual took the .SAT for the 
young woman at an area high schocjl, 
receiving a score of 1,010; and in August 
1991, she took the MTEP for the prospect, 
receiving an acceptable score. As a result of 
these fraudulent scores, the young woman 
competed in several meets during the 1 991- 
92 season while ineligible- 

Violations alleged by the NCAA enforce- 
ment staff and found by the (Committee on 
Inlractions; 

3. [NCAA Bylaws 10.01.1, lO.l-(b), lO.l-(c) 
and 1 01 -(d)] 

The involved former head wcjmen's gym- 
nastics coach failed to deport himself in 
accordance with the generally recognized 
high standards normally as.sociated with 
(he conduct and administration of intercol- 
legiate athletics and violated the provisions 
of ethical conduct by: (a) his involvement in 
the findings of violations in this repoil; (b) 
his provision of false and misleading infor- 
mation to the institution, and (c) his en- 
couragement to a principal in this case to 
repon false and misleading information to 
the institution. Specifically: 

a. The head coach demonstrated a know 
ing effort on his part to operate the univer- 
sity's interroUegiaie women's gymnastics 
program contrary to NCAA legislation by 



his involvement in l^ii-s ll-A-1 and II-A-2 of 
this report- 

b. I he head coach piovided false and 
misleading infoniiation to the institution 
during an inteiview on February 12, 1992, 
tondurted by an associate director of athlet- 
ics, ihe faculty athletics representative and 
an academic adviser toricerning his invol 
vemeni in and knowledge of I^rt II A 2 of 
this iepon_ During this interview, the head 
coach denied having knowledge that an- 
other individual had taken the SAT and 
MTEP for the prospect. 1 lowever, during a 
Miirch 16, 1992. meeting with the associate 
director of athlelir s, the head coach admit 
led having knowledge of the individual's 
involvement. When asked about the Febru- 
ary 12 interview during an April 29, 1992, 
interview with an NCAA eidori ement rep 
resentative, the head co^icb stated that he 
did deny that another individual had taken 
the tests and that he "had to lie ' because he 
was protecting the identity of this individual. 

c The head coach encouraged a principal 
in ibis case to repon false and misleading 
information to the institution Before the 
institution's February 13, 1992, interview 
with a gymnastics student-athlete, the head 
coach contacted the young woman and 
advised her that the institution may have 
discovered that another individual took the 
student athlete's precollege lests and that if 
she was asked about this, she should lie and 
deny the other individual's involvemeni_ 
rhc head coach also suggested to the young 
woman that she contact the individual 
{which the student-athlete did) to learn 
about the testing procedures that were 
followed by the test proctor who adminis 
tered the test in order to convince the 
university that she was present at the exam 
site. Sometime after the head coach's Miirch 
IG, 1992, resignation and before the instilu 
tion's second interview with the young 
woman March 19, the head coach advised 
the student athlete that although the insti 
tution knew that another individual took 
the youitg woman's tests, she should con- 
tinue to deny the individual's involvement 
in this fraud. (During the April 29 inte iview 
with the enforcement representative, the 
head coach was asked if he ever advised the 
student athlete not to tell the truth, and the 
head coach stated that he did not; however. 



to protect ihe identity of the individual who 
look the lests, he told the young woman to 
say that she took the tests.) 

B. Violations in Men's Track. 

1. [NCAA Bylaw 13 2 1 1 

During the period from the 1984-85 
through 1989-90 academic years, the head 
men's track eoach arranged for three repi e 
sentatives of the university's athletics inter- 
ests to sign institutional statements 
guaranteeing substantial amounts of finan- 
cial assistance to seven prospective student 
athletes from foreign eoiintries in order for 
eai h young man to secure admission to the 
university and participate on the university's 
men's track team. (No funds evei were 
expended by these individuals ff»r the young 
nu-n's educational expenses under these 
guarantees). Specifically: 

a. ( )ne of the representatives guaranteed 
fiii.uicial assistance for: (1) a prospect in 
the .inifjiinl of $9,300 on Septemlier 13, 
19H4; (2) it second jirospeci in ihe amount 
of $11,900 on January ."i, 1988, and (3) a 
thiril pi()spei"t in ihe amount of $7,000 on 
April 17, 1990. 

b. One of the representatives guaranteed 
financial assistance for a prospect in the 
amount of $10,600 on October 16, 1989. 

c_ One of ihe representatives guaranleed 
financial assistance lor: (1) a prospect in 
the amount of $9,500 on March 26, 1987; (2) 
a second prospect in the amount of $6,000 
C)n AugtJSl 4, 1989, and (3) a third prospect 
in the amount of $6,0(X) on August 4, 1989. 

2 [NCAA Bylaw 16 12 2 11 

During April 1990, the head men's track 
cc)ach provided round-trip automobile trans- 
portation to a student-aihlete between the 
young man's apartment and a restaurant, 
where the head coach entertained the 
student-athlete with a meal and introduced 
the yoiuig man to a representative of the 
university's athletics interests. 

3. [NCAA Bylaws 14.02.t>(c), l4.02 6-(d). 
16.8.1.2 and 16.12.2.3-(a)] 

On April 19, 1990, a student athlete was 
declared ineligible by the institution for 
intercollegiate competition after questions 
were raised by the NCAA regarding the 
authenticity of his records used for purposes 
of determining initial-eligibility ceriir ^calion 
for the young man. Nonetheless, on or 
about M-iy 23, 1990, the head men's track 



coach used university funds and arranged 
round-trip airline transportation (at a cost 
of $300) for the student athlete between 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, and Houston in 
order for the young man to compete in an 
NCAA/ The Athletic Congress ( rAC)-sanc- 
tioned track event wearing a university 
uniform. A representative of the university's 
athletics interests lent $135 cash to the 
studenl-altilele for meals, lodging and other 
incidental travel expenses on this trip. On 
May 24, 1990, the young man competed in 
the track event. The student-athlete subse- 
quenily repaid the $l3r> loan to (he repre- 
sentative through deductions of the young 
man's earnings while employed by a com- 
pany owned by the representative. 

4. [NCAA Bylaws 13.2.1, 13.2.2 (h) and 
16.12.2.1] 

During a three-week period in Miiy and 
June 1990, two representatives of the uni 
versity's athletics interests provided lodging 
for a student-athlete and a prospective 
student athlete. One of the representatives 
provided lodging, meals and periodic local 
iraiispoHaiioii lo the student- at hleir in 
exchange for domestic duties performed by 
the .student- athlete in and around the re- 
presentative's home. The other representa- 
tive provided lodging, meals and periodic 
I o c a 1 t r a n s po ri a 1 1 o n to ihe p ro s pe c t in 
exchange for domestic duties performed by 
the prospect in and around the other repre- 
sentative's home. The duties performed by 
the young men were not sufllcicnl to satisfy 
the costs of the lodging and meals. 

5. [NCAA Bylaws 1 3.02.1 0-(c) and 1 3. 1 2 5- 
(d)l 

In April 1 990, the head men's track coach 
requested that a former studeni-athlete, 
who was a representative of the university's 
athletics interesLs, arrange for a prospective 
student athlete's high school and WAEC 
transcripts be air-expressed to the institution 
|M oidei to expedite the university's deter- 
mination of the young man's academic 
eligibility for enrollment The prospect was 
never admitted to the university. 

6. [NCAA Constitution 2.1] 

The scope and nature of the violations in 
this report demonstrate a lack of appropriate 
institutional control and monitoring in the

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The vice provost/dean of admissions re 
ported that the principal of the first high 
.school expressed concerns lo him about 
the circumstances surrounding the young 
man's transfer in 1987. The principal of the 
first high school reported that during this 
discussion, they also discussed specific 
courses taken by the young man that the 
vice-provost/ dean of admissions recognized 
did not appear to correspond with courses 
appearing on the second high school's 
transcript The principal of the first high 
school also noted that the young man had 
taken math and English courses at the first 
high school that were remedial in nature. 
After being advised that the second high 
school had included these courses on its 
transcript as regular course work, the prin- 
cipal of the first high school expressed that 
he did not understand how such a practice 
could be appropriate. 

2. During the fall of 1989, the university's 
head men's basketball coach received anon 
ymous telephone calls stating that the young 
man was academically ineligible due to a 
fraudulent high-school transcript 

3. Before October 1 3, 1 989, the date upon 
which the student- athlete was certified as 
eligible, the university's admissions depart- 
ment received a photocopy of the tr.anscripi 
from the young man's first high school, 
which reflected courses taken by the young 
man during his ninth and lOth-grade years 
(1985 86 and 1986-87). When comparing 
tile two high schools' transcripts by semester, 
the following discrepancies appeared: 

(a) First semester, grade nine, 1985 — 
The student-athlete was awarded credit on 
the second high school's transciipt for six 
academic courses that were supposed to 
have been taken at the fusl high school, 
which included a Political Behavior class. 
The first high school's transcript indicated 
that the student athlete enrolled in only 
five courses. There was no information to 
indicate that a l^litical Behavior class was 
taken at the first high school. The second 
high school's transcript identified an Eng 
lish 1 course as a regular core course, 
although the first high school's transcript 
identified this course as a resource/reme- 
dial course, which should not have been 
designated as a "core course" to satisfy 



NCAA eligibility requirements. 

(b) Second semester, grade nine, 1986 — 
The studeni-athlcte received credit on the 
second high school's transcript for an Eng- 
lish II course, rather than merely the sec 
ond-semesler grade for the English I 
re source /remedial course identified in sub- 
paragraph (a). The second high school's 
transcript indicated that the young man 
took a Physical Education class, a Wood 
Technology (shop) class and a World Man 
ufacturing class at the first high school with 
the following grades awarded: Physical 
Education (84 — B), shop (92— A) and 
World Manufacturing (76 — C). In fact, the 
first high school's transcript showed Physi 
cal Education (83 — C) and shop (91— B). 
By inflating the numerical grades, it permit- 
ted the second high school to report a 
higher letter grade under the grading scale 
used at that school. In addition, there was 
no course reflected on the first high school's 
transcnpt that corresponded with World 
Manufactuting. Six courses are listed on the 
second high school's transcript while only 
five are present on the f irst high school's 
transcript- 

(c) First semesler, grade 10, 1986— On 
the first high school's transcript, numerii al 
grade values of 71, 71 and 72 (all Ds) were 
given for a World (iec)graphy course, a 
Health course and a Physical Science course, 
respectively. On the second high schocjl's 
transcript, the grades were changed to 
numerical grade values of 74 and letter 
grades of C- An English II course denoted 
on the first high school's transcript as a 
resource/ remedial course was listed on the 
second high school's transcript as a regular 
F.nglish 111 course. The Applied Math course 
denoted on the first high school's transcript 
as a resource/remedial course with a nu 
merical gtatie C)f 83 (C) was listed on the 
second high school's transcript as a Basic 
Algebra I course with a higher numerical 
grade value of 84 and higher letter grade of 
B 

(d) Second semester, grade 10, 1987 — An 
English 11 course listed on the fust high 
school's transcript as a resc^urce/remedial 
course, with a grade of 83 (C;), was listed on 
the second high school's transciipt as a 
regular English IV course with a higher 
numerical grade value of 84 (B). The Ap- 
plied Math class listed on Ihe f"irsi high 



school's transcript as resource/remedial 
with a numerical giade t>f 83 {C.) was listed 
on the second high school's transcript as a 
regular core curriculum Basic Algebra I 
class with a higher numerical grade value of 
84 (B). The second high school's transcript 
lists a PECE course with a numerical grade 
of 76 (C) and a Wood Technology course 
with a numerical grade of 76 (C) in the 
place of World Cieography, 70 (D). and 
Health, 7.'> (D), reflected on the first high 
school's transcript 

Although the above-cited discrepancies 
were available in the institution's files 
before October 13, 1989, the university 
certified the student-athlete as eligihie_ 

4. On November 29, 1989, the NCAA 
enforcement staff informed the vice-pro- 
vost/dean of admissions of infonnaiion 
iudicating that the student-athlete may have 
gained admission and eligibility at the 
university imptrjpeily through use of a 
fraudulent high-school transcript and col- 
lege admissions test score. The vice-provost/ 
dean of admissions then directed the asso- 
ciate dean of admissions lo evaluate again 
die infoniiation used by the university ti» 
certify the young man as eligible. The 
associate dean of admissions identified the 
discrepaiH ies set foilh in subparagiaphs 
(a)-(d) of !^rt II-A-3 above. T he information 
submitted by the university to the NCAA 
eligibility siaff and Eligibility (lommiitee 
indicated that these discrepancies were 
recognized by the university before October 
13, 1989, the date the suident-athlete was 
certified as eligible. 

The vice-provosi/ dean of admissions 
then directed the associate dean of admis- 
sions tXi aiTange a meeting with officials 
from the second high school in order to 
clarify and resolve discrepancies reflected 
in the young man's high-s( hool iranscript.s_ 
fJpon the associate dean's return from the 
high school, he reported to the vice-provost/ 
dean of admissions that answers to his 
(]ueslions were unsatisfactory and that the 
second high school would foi'ward to the 
university a cotreclcd or amended transcript 
with a thorough explanation of the discrep- 
ancies. The vice-provost/ dean of admissions 
instructed the associate dean of admissions 
tc> write a memorandum summarizing his 
visit to the second high school, which he 
did. The vice-provost/dean of admissions 



directed the associate dean of admissions, 
with Ihe university's head of admissions, to 
contact the director of athletics and the 
head men's basketball coach and apprise 
them of his Fitiding.s, which he did Decem- 
ber 5, 1989. The vice-provost/dean of ad- 
missions assumed the responsibility lo 
review and handle the matter at that junc- 
ture. During early December 1989, the 
student-athlete was withheld from competi 
lion by the university pending the institu 
tion's investigation ol the matter. 

5. On December 7, 1 989, the vice provost/ 
dean of admissions telephoned an NCAA 
director of legislative services and told her 
that the university was satisfied with the 
authenticity of the young man's transcripts 
and that the possibility of fraud was not an 
issue; however, he desired an interpretation 
regarding whether it would be permissible 
fc»r a second high school to convert numer- 
ical grades earned at a previous high school 
to higher letter grades when the second 
high school used a grading scale that was 
less demanding (e.g., an 85 is a C on the first 
high school's scale but is a B on ihe second 
high schcjol's scale). The director of legisla- 
tive services advised the vite-provrjst/dean 
of admissions that she would review the 
question with the legislative services staff 
and reconlact him. 

l^ter that same day, the vice-provost/ 
dean of admissions wrote a letter to the 
director of legislative services as a follow-up 
to their telephone conversation. He re- 
ported that the university recenfly had 
received information that the yoimg man's 
transcript was "incorrect" and that there 
were several instances when letter grades 
were increased in courses transferred from 
the Inst high school to the second high 
sc:hool, and that the second high school 
transcript had renamed several courses 
originally taken at the first high school to 
correspond with course tides at the second 
high school. The vice-provost/dean ol ad- 
missions' letter also repotted that the asso 
ciale dean's investigation revealed that it 
was the second high school's policy to 
rename course titles from a transfer stu 
dent's previous high school to a second 
high school's title. He stated that it was not 
uncommon for a letter grade to change 
from one grading scale to another, thereby 
resulting in an increased letter grade. 



The second high school's course-conver- 
sion policy reportedly provided to the asso- 
ciate dean by a high-school official was not 
accurate and is contrary to the official 
policy of the involved public school .system_ 
The policy governing transfer students' 
grade conversions requires that the receiv 
ing high school (in this case, the second 
high school) enter only the letter grades 
earned at the previous high school on the 
incoming student's official record- 

The vice-provost/ dean of admissions 
failed to report to the director of legislative 
services that the university's investigation 
had identified numerical giade changes 
(e.g., changing an 83 to an 84) to C)ualify for 
a higher letter grade at the second high 
school; that courses that were not on the 
transcript of the first high school were 
listed as transfer courses on the transcript 
ol the second high school, and that the 
second high school's corrected transcript, 
with an explanation of the discrepancies, 
had been requested by the institution. 

In response to the vice-provost/dean of 
admissions' request for an interpretation, 
the NCAA legislative services staff deter- 
mined that based on an April .f>, 1989, staff 
interpretation, it would not be permissible 
for the second high school to use it-S own 
conversion system to convert grades earned 
at a previous high school in calculating the 
prospective student- athlete's core curricu- 
lum grade point average. It was determined 
that the member in.stitution must use an 
NCAA 4H-1 1 f orm from each high school f or 
reHil icalion purposes and that it would not 
be permissible for the second high school 
to use its own conversion system |o convert 
grades earned at a previous high school in 
determining a prospective student athlete's 
core -curriculum grade-point average. The 
director of legislative services informed the 
vice provost/dean of admissions by tele 
phone of the stafFs findings, and the vice- 
provost/dean ai admissions asked that the 
issue be referred to the NCAA Interpreta 
tions Committee. The issue was taken up at 
the Interpretations C^ommittee meeting 
December 14, 1989, and the legislative 
staffs interpretation was upheld.

III. Committee on Infractioni penaltiet- 

Koi the reasons set forth in I^n I of this 
rrpoH, (he Committee on Infractions found 
the violations n> the woiiifn's gyimiastics 
program constilnlc-d major violations of 
NCAA legislation and the violations in the 
mrii'vi tiai k program also constituted major 
violations of NCAA legislation. Because 
these violations orcuned after September 
1 . 1 9«ri, N( :AA Bylaw I ') 4 2 2, as .idoptcd by 
the Association's membership, rcqimi-s 
prest ribed minimum penalties, "subject to 
rxi eptiofis authorized by the C^ommittee on 
Infractions in unitjue cases on the basis of 
spe( illrally stated reasons" thai include: (a) 
a two year probationary period (including a 
j>ei iodi( , in-person monitoring system and 
wiitlen institutional repons); (b) the elimi- 
nation of all expense-paid recruiting visits 
to the institution in the involved spoil tor 
(tiir let ruiting year; (c) a letjuiiement that 
all (oachiiig stalf meiubeis in the spon be 
prohibited from engaging in any oli<at)ipus 
recruiting ac tivilies for one ret ruiting ye<ii ; 
(d) a retjuirenient that all institutional stall 
members delemiined by the Conimittco on

en's gymnastics program continued to exist,

( rnidiict vifjlations by the former head 
coai h, the committee would have imposed 
penalties that ex* eefled the minimum pen- 
alties for major violations. The coimmltee 
reserves the right to reconsider pen.ilties in 
this sport if the university reinstates a 
women's gymnastics piogtam within live 
years (tf this repoH and, therefore, re(]uires 
the univeisity tc) ncitify the committee and 
re.ippear at a hearing to reconsider these 
penalties if the imiversity intends to leinsti- 
(ule women's gymnastics as an intercollegi- 
ate spoil within this period. 

2 Due to his involvement m cenain 
violations of NCAA legislation foumi in this 
< ase, the former head women's gymnastics 
coach will be informed in writing by the 
NCAA that ni the event he seeks employ 
ment or affiliation m an athletically related 
position at an NCAA iiiembei inslilulion 
duringa lO-year period (Dei ember 8, 1992, 
to December 8, 2002), he and the involved

1 Ihe institution's nun's inilooi and 
outdoor track teams shall end their 1992-9;t 
season with the participation in their last 
regidarly scheduled, in-season contest and 
shall rioi be eligible to participate in any 
poslsea.son competilion, indudinga foreign 
tour, after that season. The prohibition in 
this penalty on participation hy the univer- 
sity teams in postseason events also prohibits 
the participation on behalf of the university 
of any individual on these teams. 

2. The institution's men's cross country 



team shall end its 1993 94 season with the 
panicipation in its last regularly scheduled, 
m-season t ontest and shall not be eligible 
to participate in any p«jstseason competition, 
including a foreign tour, after that season. 
The prohibition in this penalty on panici- 
pation by the university teams in postseason 
events also prohibits the parlicipalirm on 
behalf of the university of any individual on 
these teams. 

3. During the 1093-94 academic year, the 
institution shall not award any initial athlet- 
ically related f inancial aid awards that are 
countable under Bylaw 15.02.3 in men's 
indoor and outdoor track and cross country. 
In addition, during the 1992-03 academir 
year, the institution may not award any 
additional initial athletically related aid 
that would be countable under Bylaw 15.02.3 
in these sports for any student-athlete who 
was not on the team rc)ster Noveinbel 1. 
1992. 

4. The institution shall be prohibited 
from providing any expense-paid visits to 
the institution for prospective student-ath- 
letes in men's indoor and outdoor track and 
cross country for a one-year period from 
January 1, 1993, through December 31, 

1 993. 

5. The institution shall ret ertify that all of 
its cuiTent athletics policies and practices 
conform to all requirements of NCAA regu- 
lations. 

6. Restrictions on television appearances 
were iH_)t imposed because the comriuttee 
tlitl not believe a television penalty was 
appropriate imder the circumstances for 
this spoil. 

7 If the foniicr head coai h had remained 
at the institution, the commiltee would have 
imposed limitations on recruiting. However, 
IK) action was taken to limit the duties of the 
staff in men's track because this case did 
not involve any ethical-conduct violations 
and because the head coach is no longer at 
the institution. 

8. In accordance with Bylaw I9.4.2.1-(l), 
the iiistitutic>n that currently employs the 
former head men's track coach involved in 
this case shall show cause why it should not 



be penalized if i| fails to t.lke appropriate 
action with regard to the foiiiier head 
loach. In the coninuttee's present view, 
such action should im lude: (a) underiaking 
an educational program under the siipeivi- 
sion of his pre.sent university in NCAA rules 
and compliance practices, and (b) rei eilify- 
iiig that he has no knowledge of any rules 
violations. 

INote; .Sbcudd tlie Umversity of New 
Mexico appeal either the f indings of viola- 
lions or prr)posed penalties in this case to 
the N(L\A ( loiinril subcommittee of Division 
1 members, the (Jommitlee on Infractions 
will submit an expanded infractions lepoil 
lo the meiiibeis of the Council wIkj will 
t onsicler the appeal. This expanded report 
will include addilic>nal information in ac- 
cordance with Bylaw 32 8 .'S. A copy of the 
committee's report would be provided to 
Ihe institution before the institution's ap- 
pearand e l)efore the Council subcc^mmittce 
and, as retjuired hy Bylaw 32-H 6, would be 
released to the public. 

Also, the Committee on Infr'ariions wishes 
to advise the institution that when the 
penalties in this case become efleelive, the 
institution should take every precaution to 
ensure that theirtenns are ob.served; fuilher, 
the commitlee intends to monitor the penal 
lies during their eflective periods, and any 
action i tiritiary to the terms of any cjl the 
penalties shall be l onsidered grounds for 
extending the instituticui's probationary 
period, as well as to i fHisider imposing 
more severe sanctions in this case. Should 
any ponion of any rjl the penalties in this 
c ase be set aside for any leason other than 
by appropriate action of the Association, 
the penalties shall be reconsidered by the 
Committee on Infr'ai tions. 

Finally, should any actions by NCAA 
(Conventions directly or indirectly modify 
any provision of these penalties or the 
effect of the penalties, the committee re- 
serves the right to review and reconsider 
the penalties.)

delivered to the universiiy Ii reflected a 
cui))ulalive grade-poini average of 1.940, 
instead of the 2 180 cumulative grade-point 
average reflected on the first transcripL 
Fhe associate dean of admissions calculated 
the young man's core-curriculum grade 
point average from this second transrript_ It 
was placed in the young man's file, and no 
luilher attion was taken. It appeared that 
he disregarded his own previous ciuestions 
regarding the validity f»l the second high 
srhfjol's transcripts, as well as the different 
overall grade-point averages that were re- 
ported on the transcripts. 

7. On November 13, 1990, the enforce 
ment stalf conducted on-campus interviews 
and informetl the vice-provost/ dean of 
admissions and the university's ( f>mpliance 
ofllcerihai it did not apj^earthat the siudent- 
athlele was eligible for athletically related 
financial aid, practice or competition during 
the 1989-90 academit year because, at a 
minimum, the university clearly relied on 
remedial t ourses that the young man took 
at his previous high school to calculate the 
young man's cole cumculum giade-pon^l 
average. The institution disagieecl with this 
position hut ultimately at i epied the deter- 
mination thai the student-athlete was a 
pailial tjualifier, anti he was withheld from 
the 1990 91 basketball season. 

B. [NCAA Bylaws 13 2.1, 13()1 I and 
13.(i.2.3] 

On October 8, 1989, tiuring the official 
paiti visit to the university's tauipus of a 
prospet tive stuilenl -athlete, an assistant 
iiieii'v basketljall loach arranged for the 
young man n> use a first-class airline ticket 
ft)r return travel ttj his lujine at the ctjuclu- 
.sit>n of his oiricial visit. 

Within one week of the trip, the travel 
agency that issueti the first-class ticket sent 
an invoice lo the f in.un lal operations c^ll ice 
in the urnver sily's athletit s depart meni_ 
Upon review of the invoice, the athletics 
department noted that a possible NCAA 
rule violation had tjccurred and that it 
would be necessary for the student-athlete's 
family Iti lemil the tost difference between 
a standard coach fare and a first-class 
airline tickeL The assistant coach aiTallged 
for a friend to send money lo the prospct I s 
home that was equal to the cost difference 
between a t oach and a first-class airline 
ticket- I he assistant t oach instructed a 
friend of the student-athlete's mother that 



upon ret l ipt ol this iiu^riey, they should 
submit this money to the athletics deparl- 
menl as reimbursement for the first-class 
fare in order to prevent a violalit>n from 
t>[ curring. The prt)spect"s family did as the 
assistant co.ich had requested. 

C [NCAA Bylaws 13 2 1 1 

During the fall of 1989, during a dist us- 
sion with a prospective student-athlete, his 
mtilher and his mother's friend in the 
young man's home, an assistant men's 
basketball coach told the young man's 
mother that il the prospect enrt>lled at the 
universiiy, the mstitutitjii wtnild arrange 
transpc»rtation for her to travel tt) the uni- 
versity's campus at no t:t)st in order for her 
to attend ht>me basketball ctjntesis. 

D [NCAA Bylaw 13 2 2 (h)] 

In 1988 and 1989, during the tjfficial paid 
visits to the university's campus of two 
prospective student- athletes, an assistant 
men's basketball ctjach provided various 
souvenirs ti> these pii>spects at ctjst ttj the 
young men. He did this by transpcirting 
them to a local sporting goods store where 
he had them select items of apparel for 
which they were not required to pay. 

F. [NCAA Bylaws 10.01. 1, ]().l-(c) and 
10.1 -(d)] 

The assistant men's basketball coach 
involved in this case did not, on all occa- 
sions, tlepoH himself in aectjri.lance with 
the generally recognized high standards tjf 
honesty ntjrmally associated with the con- 
duct and administration of intercollegiate 
atbletiis and vii>lated tlie provisions of 
ethical conduct by his involvement in Rtrls 
II B and II C of this report 

The iissistant ctjach knowingly provided 
false and mtsleatling iiilormation to the 
university and the NC^AA enfoicemeni stall 
during an April 13, 1992, interview related 
to his involvemem in and knowledge of 
events described in l*ans M B, II C and II-D 
of this report, 

1. (loncerning the provision offalse and 
misleading information with regard to I^ii 
11 B. during the April 13, 1992, interview 
iitlended by an NC'.AA directtjr t^f enforce- 
ment; an NC'AA enforcement representa- 
tive; the university's director of compliance, 
and the assistant coach's legal counsel, the 
assistant coaeh was nol forthright about his 
knowledge of and involvement in the provi 
sic>n of funds lo Ihe family of a prospective 
student-athlete On several occasions, in 
response lo specific questions, he denied 
any personal involvement in providing 
funds and was not forthcoming in providing 



information about his involvement in ar- 
ranging, through a friend, the provision of 
funtls to the prospect's family. The assistant 
coach denied making any statements to the 
young man's mother's friend that he need 
not worry about paying the cost difference 
between the coach and first class fare tickets 
because he would be reimbursed. In re 
sptjnse to specific (questions about his coffer- 
ing or providing any type of funds to the 
friend to be used to repay this ct>st differ- 
ence, the assistant coach denied personally 
olleriiig or providing money to pay this cost 
difTcrence, and he did not mention that he 
arranged for a friend lo provide these 
funds. 

During a June 4, 1992, interview attended 
by the as.sistani coat h's leg-al ctjunsel, the 
university's director of compliance, univer- 
sity general counsel and two NCAA en 
ftjrcement representatives, the assistant 
ct^ach acknowledged that he had provided 
false and misleading information during 
the April 13, 1992, inleiview about his 
knowledge of and involvement in prtjviding 
money to the young man's family to pay the 
cc^st difference between the coach and first- 
class air fare that was provided to the 
prospect at the ct>nclusion of his official 
paid visiL The assistant coach added that he 
was under pressure from the university |t> 
recover this cost difference from the young 
man's family, and that the young man's 
family was unwilling to pay these ctjsts. As a 
result, he made a pc»or decision and asked a 
friend of his to send money to the young 
man's moiher's friend, which his friend 
then did. Ihe moiher's friend used the 
money to repay the institution lor the 
yi^ung man's air fare. The assistant coach 
later reimburseti his friend approximately 
$100 to cover the costs incurred in the 
wiling of the money. 

2 Concerning the provision of false and 
misleading information with regard lo Pail 
1 1-Cofthis report, during the April 13, 1992, 
inteiview, the assistant coach specifically 
denied telling the mother of a prospective 
student-athlete that if the ycning man en- 
itjlled at the university, the institution would 
arrange air transportation for the young 
man's mother to the university's campus in 
order to watch her son participate in basket- 
ball contests. The assistant coach also de- 
nied implyingthat such travel arrangements 
would be made should her son enroll at the 
university. Duiingthejune4, 1992, interview, 
the assistant coach again denied offeringor 
making any statements to the effect that he 



or the institution would arrange for the 
young man's mother to be provided air 
travel between Iheir home and the university 
in order to wait h her son pailieipale in 
basketball contests. A tape-recorded state- 
ment offered in evidence by the legal coun- 
sel for the assistant coach confirmed that 
the prospective student-athlete's mother 
believed the assistant coach offered air 
transportation to her. 

3. Concerning the provision offalse and 
misleading information with regard to I^rt 
U-E, during the April 13, 1992, interview, 
Ihe assistant coach was asked if he ever had 
provided any souvenir or gift items to prijs- 
pects visiting the university's campus on an 
ofTicial-visit basis. The assistant coach de 
nied ever providing any such inducemenl- 
The assistant toach specifically denied 
providing or arranging for any souvenir 
items to be given to two pirospective student- 
athletes during their respective official paid 
visits. 

However, during tfie Jime 4, 1992, inter- 
view, the assistant coach acknowledged that 
he had provided false and misleading in- 
formation abc^ut providing souvenir items 
to prospecLs during their otllcial visits. The 
assistant coach reported that during the 
official paid visits of the two prospects, as 
well as other prc^spective student-athletes, 
he had provided souvenirs It) the young 
men bearing the Clemson University logo. 
The assistant coach stated that after provid- 
ing these stjuvenits lo the prospects, he 
admonished them not to tell anyone that 
they had received these items from him free 
of charge and that lie pieviously denied 
ever providing souvenirs to a prospect f ree 
of charge because he was afraid of losing 
bis ji>b if he responded truthfully. 

F In its response to Ihe official inquiry, 
the institution reported several other sec- 
ondary violations, which it admitted had 
tM t iirretl These involved providing items 
of clfjthing to a student-athlete and improp- 
erly supervising the handling of compli- 
mentary admissitjns to basketball games. 
III. Committee on Infractions penalties. 

For the reasons set fonh in Part 1 of this 
report, the Committee on Infractions found 
that this t ase involved several major viola- 
tions of NCAA lcgislatii>n that occurred 
after September 1, 198.'5 NCAA Bylaw 
19.4.2.2, as adopted by the Association's 
membership, requires prescribed minimum 
penalties, "subjett to exceptions authorized 
by the Committee on Infractions in unique 
cases on the basis of specifically stated 



reasons," that include: (a) a two-year proba- 
lioilaly period (including a periodic, in- 
person monitoring system and written insti- 
tutional reports); (b) the elimination of all 
expense-paid recruiting visits to the institu- 
tion in the involved spijrt for one recruiting 
year; (c) a requirement that all toathing 
staff members in the sport be prohibited 
from engaging in any off-campus recruiting 
activities for one recruiting yeai; (d) a 
requirement that all institutic^nal staff 
members determined by ihe Committee on 
Infractions knowingly lo have engaged in 
or tondt>ned a major violation be subject 
either ttj termination of employment, sus- 
pension without pay for at least cjne year or 
reassignment of duties within the institution 
to a position that does not include contact 
with prospective or enrcjiled siiideni-athletcs 
or representatives of the institution's athlet- 
ics interests for at least one year; (e) one 
year of sanciicms precluding postseason 
competition in the sport; (f) one year of 
sanctions precluding television appearances 
in the sptjtt, and (g) institutional recertifica- 
lion that the cunent athletics ptjlities and 
practices conform to all letjuirements c>f 
NCAA regulations. 

Under NCAA Bylaw 19.4.2.3, an institution 
is considered a repeat violator if any major 
viohition is found to have otcuixed within 
die five-year period after the beginning 
date of a penalty for a previous major 
vitjlation. Clemstin University was found in 
violation of NCAA rules in a tase that was 
considered a major violation The infrac- 
tions report in that case was forwarded to 
the institution May 30, 1990. All of the 
primal^ violations out of which this present 
case arose occurred before that date As a 
r esult, the repeat violator rule did not apply. 

Ihe Committee on Infraetions deter- 
mined that the appropriate penalties that 
Ihe institution should receive were less 
than the full set of minimum penalties 
otheiwise required by NC^AA legislation. 
I he fattors iiu luded: the limited number of 
violations, the university's investigation 
and cooperation in the processing of the 
case, and the initiation of appropriate disci- 
plinary and toirective actions. 

A- The university shall be publicly repri- 
manded and censured, and placed on pro- 
bation for a period of two years from the 
date these penalties are imposed, which 
shall be the date the 15-day appeal period 
expires or the date the institution notifies 
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the executive director that it will not appeal, 
whichever is earlier, or the date established 
by NCAA Council subcommittee action in 
the event of an appeal by the university to 
the Council. Clemson University shall be 
subject to the provisions of NCAA Bylaw 
19.4.2 3 concerning repeat violators for a 
five year period beginning oit the effective 
date of the penalties in this case. 

B During this period of probation, the 
institution shall: develop and implement a 
comprehensive educational program (e.g., 
seminan; and te.sting) to instruct coaches, 
athletics department personnel and those 
involved in the certification of eligibility of 
studcni-alhletes on NCAA legislation; sub- 
mit a preliminary report by February 1, 
1992, setting forth a schedule for establish 
ing this compliance and educational pro- 
gram, and file annual progress reports with 
the NCAA enforcement staff by July 1 of 
each year thereafter during the probation 
ary period. 

C. The institution shall be prohibited 
from providing any expense-paid visits to 
the institution for prospective student ath 
letes in men's basketball during the period 



from January 1 , 1 993. through December 
31. 1993. and Ihc inslitulirm shall be limited 
to two expense-paid visits to the institution's 
campus in men's basketball during the 
period from January 1, 1994, through De- 
cember 31 , 1994. 

n The institution shall be required lo 
forfeit all basketball games that its team 
won during the 1990 NCAA Division I 
Men's Basketball Championship, and all 
team awards shall be returned. 

E. The committee shall recommend to 
Ihe NCAA Executive Committee that the 
institution be required tf) return $3.'i3.3til .60 
to the NCAA, which is 50 percent of all 
moneys it received from the institution's 
participation in the 1 990 Nf lAA Division I 
Men's Basketball Championship. The per- 
centage was based on the amount the 
institution received as its share of the funds 
iifter the distribution of the moneys received 
from Ihe NCAA had been made to other 
members of its conference. 

K The institution shall recertify that all of 
its current athletics policies and practices 
conform to all requirements of NCAA regu- 
lations. 

C. The Committee on Infractions found 
that the institution imposed significant 



penalties agaitist its men's basketball pro- 
gram, and the committee adopted those 
penalties as a part of its actions. Those 
penalties are as follows: 

1 . The institution accepted the resignation 
of the assistant men's basketball coach. 
This coach's positicjn will not be tilled 
before July 1, 1993, which will leave the 
coaching staff with only one assistant coach 
during the 1992-93 academic year 

2. The institution eliminated all off 
campus recruiting activities tor the period 
of August 7, 1992. until August 6, 1993 
During that period, no member of the 
men's basketball coaching staff may recruit 
off campus 

3. the institution limited its athletically 
related financial aid awards in men's bas- 
ketball to 13 during the 19<)2 93 academic 
year and 12 during the 1993-94 academic 
year 

1 1 If the involved fonner assistant men's 
basketball coach still had been employed at 
the institution, the university would have 
been required to show cause in accordance 
with Bylaw 19 4.2 1-(1) why it should not be 
subject to additional penalties if it had 
failed lo take appropriate disciplinary action 
against him. 



I. Due lo his involvement in certain 
violaticms of Nt^AA legislation found in this 
case, the former assistant men's basketball 
coach involved in this case will be informed 
in writing by the NCIAA that in the event he 
seeks employment c>r alTiliation in an ath- 
letically related position at an NCAA 
member institution from the date this action 
becomes efleclivc until March 30, 1994, he 
and (be involved institution shall be re- 
cjuested to appear before the Committee on 
Infractions in order lor the committee to 
consider whclher ihat member institution 
shc^uld he subject to the show-cause proce- 
dures of Bylaw 19.4.2.1 (1), which could limit 
the former coach's athletically related duties 
at the new instilli(ic>n for a designated 
period. 

.Should Clem.son University appeal either 
the findings of violations or proposed 
penalties in this case to the NCAA Council 
subcommittee of Division ! members, ihe 
(xmimittee on Infractions will submit an 
expanded infhictions report to the members 
of the (;ouncil who will consider the appeal. 
This expanded leprjn will include addi 
lional infonnalion in accordance with Bylaw 
32-H..'>. A copy of the committee's iepc>i1 
would be provided to the insliluiion before 



the institution's appearance before the 
Council svibcommittee and, as required by 
Bylaw 32.8.6, would be released to the 
public. 

The Committee on Infractions wishes to 
advise the institution thai when the (>enalties 
iti this case become effective, the institution 
should take every precaution to ensure that 
their terms arc observed. The committee 
intends (o monitor the penalties during 
their effective periods, and any action 
contrary to the tenns of any of the penalties 
shall he ctinsidered grounds for extending 
ihe instilulion's probationary period, as 
well as lo consider imposing more severe 
sanctions in this case. 

Should any portion of any of the penalties 
in this case be set aside for any leason cyber 
than by appropiiate aclion of the Associa 
tion. the penalties shall be reconsidered by 
the Clommittee on Infractions. .Should any 
actions by NCAA Conventions directly or 
indirecdy modify any provision of these 
penalties or the effect of the penalties, the 
committee reserves the right to review and 
reconsider the penalties.

Ex-Florida coach receives show- cause relief 



The N(^AA Committee on In- 
fractions has revised its show-cause 
order involving former University 
of Florida head football coach 
(iaien Hall. The committee made 
its decision after meeting with 
Hall at his request last month. 

In September 1990, the commit- 
tee found that Hall had violated 
NCAA rules while at Florida. At 
that time, the comniitiee deter- 
mined that if any NCAA institut ion 
hired Hall in any athletically re- 
lated capacity before September 
1995, Hall and the institution 
would be required to appear be- 
fore the committee to determine 
whether the institution should be 
subject to the show-cause proce- 
dures of NCAA legislation, which 
could limit Hall's athletically re- 
lated duties at that institution. 

The committee has announced, 
however, that the show-c ause order 
shall be in effect only through 
December 31, 1993. The commit- 
tee's actions, as well as the reasons 
for its decision, are set forth in the 
following report. 

I. Introduction 

On Scplciiibcr 20, 1990, ihe NCAA Com 
mittec on Infractions issued Infractions 
Report No. 48 regarding the University of 
Florida. With regard to Galen Hiill, the 
former head football toath of lhal instiiu 
tion, the eoiiimitlee found as follc»ws: 

"( )n January 8, 1 987, during a meeting in 
the office of the then head football i oach 
(Galen Hall), the then head coach provided 
an envelope lo a then graduate assistant 



football coach and instmcted the graduate 
assistant football coach to drive a then 
student at>iletc to the lounry sheriffs de 
paituient in (he young man's hometown 
whet e the sludeni-aihleie used the contents 
ol the envelope (the contents of wliich had 
lieen provided by the then head coach) to 
satisfy the young man's delinquent child 
support debt. 

"Specifically, after the head coach's in 
structions, the then graduate assistant coach 
drove the studeiU-.itlikie to the young man's 
home where the student-athlete obtained 
some personal money, which the young 
Ulan believed he might need in addition to 
the contents of the envelope to satisfy his 
debt, and finally, the then graduate assistant 
coach and the student-athlete then traveled 
to the sheriiVs department where the young 
man discharged the $360.40 debt with the 
contents of the envelope; further, the stu- 
dent athlete did not use any of bis personal 
money to discharge that debt" 

In addition, Hall was found in violation 
of NCAA Bylaw 1 1 3 2 2 in that he provided 
salary supplements lotwo assistant coaches, 
once during each o! the academic years 
198.'i^B and 1987>t8, and three times during 
the 1988 89 academic year Finally, Hall 
aloiig with other coaches at the university 
were found in violation of Bylaws ItO M 
and 30. 3.-5 in that they failed lo report in the 
1987 88 academic year Ibeir knowledge of 
and involvement in violations of NCAA 
legislation, with the result that the universi- 
ty's president erroneously certified on Au 
gust 31, 1987, (he university's compliance 
with NCAA legislation. 

As a result of these findings, the Commit 
tee on Infractions found lUII to have acted 
contrary to the priiH iples of ethical conduct 
lequiredby Bylaws lO.I (c) and 19.01.1. 

Hall resigned his position as bead football 
coach at Florida in the middle of the 1989 
tootliall season when the alleged violations 
came to lighL By the time of the hearing 



before the (-ommittee on Infractions, Hall 
had ohtained the position ol graduate 
assistant coach at Pennsylvania State tJni 
versity The committee deteninned that the 
latter institution did not need to appear at a 
show cause hearing regarding its employ 
ment of Hall if: 

a. Hall held only the position of a gitiduate 
assistant coach. 

h Hall did not perform duties other than 
those that may be assigned to a graduate 
assistant coach. 

c. Hall did n(»| take part in any on- oi oH 
campus recruiting activities or have any 
contact with prospective student-athletes, 
even though some limited forms of such 
activity could otherwise be undertaken by a 
graduate assistant coach. 

d. The institution ensured that Hall par- 
ticipated in rules-education and rules-com- 
pliance programs, and the institution 
reported each year while this individual 
retained his current position with the insti- 
tution on the extent to which this individual 
took pan in such programs. 

The committee also determined that if, 
riuring a five-year period (September 20, 
1990, to September 20. 1995), Hall was 
employed by any other N(;AA member 
institution (whether as a graduate assistant 
coach or in any other athletically related 
capacity), or if his duties at the member 
iiislitutioT) that currently employed him as a 
graduate assistant coach were altered, he 
and that institution must appear before the 
Committee on Infractions in order for the 
commiltee to consider whether the member 
institution should be subject to the show- 
cause procedures of Bylaw 1 9.4.2. 1(1). 

In the fall of 1990, HidI left ft-tmsylvania 
State and obtained a ptjsition as a coach in 
professional football, a job that has since 
terminated with the demise of the league 
with which he was involved. 

C)n November 6, 1992, Hall requested an 
opportunity to appear before the Committee 



on Infractions to request relief from the 
show-cause restrictions ol Infractions Re- 
port No. 48 (of September 20, 1990), or, in 
the alternative, to request a statement as lo 
the restrirtic>ns that the committee would 
place upon his activities if he obtained a 
position with an NCAA member institution. 
Without such an advance statement. Hall 
believed that no member institution would 
be willing to employ him. That request was 
gi anted, and November 14, 1992. Hall, 
accompanied by legal counsel Michael S. 
tilazier, appeared before the committee. 
After the November 14, 1992, appearance, 
the committee deliberated in private, and 
the results of those deliberations are set 
forth in Part II of this report. 
II. Decision of th« Committ«a 
on Infractions 

In making its decision, the (Committee on 
Infractions considered, among other things, 
the following; 

a_ Hall resigned his position at Florida 
during the middle of the 1989 football 
season, nearly one year prior to the hearing 
helore the committee 

b. Hiill suffeied severe financial and 
piofessional detriment as a result ol the 
( ommittee action. 

( . Hall "accepted" the committee's 
findings regarding his conduct, although 
he never fully acknowledged the truth of all 
of them. 

d. Hidl had no record of NCAA violations 
before or after the incidents that led to the 
imposition of sanctionS- 

e. The five-year period wherein a member 
institution that employs Hall may be subject 
to a show-cause proceeding is effective until 
September 20, 199.5, which, as a practical 
matter, extends the effect of the penalty 
throughout the entire 1995 football season 
Thus, Hall will have suffered detriment 
from the middle of the 1989 season through 
the 199.5 season, a period involving seven 
seasons. 



The ( Committee on Infractions, therefoie, 
determined the following: 

A. The initial five-year penod tequiritig 
any member institution that employs Hall 
in an athletically related capacity to appear 
before the Committee on Infractions to 
show 1 ause shall be amended to apply only 
through December 31, 1993 Thereafter, 
any member institution can employ Hall 
without restriction. 

B. Between the present time and Decem- 
ber 31, 1993, any member institution that 
employs Hall in an athletically related ca- 
pacity w^ll not be subject to a show-cause 
order provided that it prompdy requests 
committee action to determine what, if any, 
limitations shall be placed upon Hall's 
activities during the period before Decem- 
ber 31 , 19^J3. Such a request may be made by 
written communication with the committee. 
Before receivitig ,i response from the com- 
mittee, the member institution shall not 
permit Hall lr> engage in any activities 
related to the recruitment of prospective 
student-athletes. 

C. A member institution that is interested 
in employing Hall before December 31, 
1 993, may request an advance determination 
of what limitations, if any. will be placed on 
Hall's activities during the period before 
December 31, 199.3. Such a request may be 
made by written communication with the 
committee. 

D A request under Parts Il-B or II-(; 
above shall contain a detailed statement as 
to the pro|xised duties of Hall at the member 
institution making the request. 

F.. In response to a request under Parts II- 
B and II-C above, the commiltee will place 
no restrictions on Hall's activities other 
than restrictions related to the recruitment 
of prospective student-athletes. It may de- 
termine not to impose any restrictions 
whatsoever 



Show-cause order terminated for Bailey case 



The NC^AA Committee on In- 
fractions has revised its show<ause 
order involving former Memphis 
State University head football 
coach (Charlie Bailey. The com- 
mittee made its decision after meet- 
ing with Bailey at his request last 
month. 

In August 1989, the committee 
found that Bailey had violated 
NCAA rules while at Memphis 
State. At that time, the committee 
determined that if any NCAA insti- 
tution hired Bailey in any athleti- 
cally related capacity before August 
1994, Bailey and the institution 
would be required to appear be- 
fore the committee to determine 
whether the institution should be 
subject to the show-cause proce- 
dures of NCAA legislation, which 
could limit Bailey*s athletically re- 



lated duties at that institution. 

The committee has announced, 
however, that the show-cause order 
should be terminated as of De- 
cember 1, 1992. The committee's 
actions, as well as the reasons for 
its decision, are set forth in the 
following report. 

I. Introduction 

On August 1, 1989, the NCAA Committee 
on Infractions found that major violations 
had occurred in the Memphis State Univer 
sity football program involving former head 
football cc»ach Charlie Bailey. Specifically, 
Bailey: (a) advised a representative of the 
university's athletics interests lo pay a pro- 
spective student-athlete in excess of the 
commensurate rate for a summer job, and 
"to take care of' the young man; (b) initially 
was not forthcoming to the university con- 
cerning the matter, and (c) instructed a 
student-athlete to provide false and mis- 
leading information concerning the matter, 
instructions that seriously impeded and 
misled the investigation of the university's 



football program 

However, at a belated but crucial moment 
in the inveslig-aiion. Bailey decided to tell 
the truth and urged the involved student- 
athlete to do the same. After reporting the 
facts lo the institution and to the NCAA, 
Bailey resigned his position as head football 
coach at Mempliis Stale. Subsequently, he 
voluntarily appeared before the Committee 
on Infractions and was of considerable 
assistance when the university's infractions 
case was reviewed by the committee. 

The actions of Bailey were determined 
by the Committee on Infractions lo consti 
tuie a major violation, which exposed Mem- 
phis State tn the consequences of a repeat 
major violation and resulted in serious 
institutional penallies- 

The report of the Committee on Infrac- 
tions (Infractions Report No. 32, dated 
Augu.st I, 1989) provided the foIlow^ng with 
respect to Bailey: 

"Due to his involvement in certain viola- 
tions of NCAA legislation found in this 
case . . . , the former head football coach will 
be informed in writing hy the NCAA that in 
the event he seeks employment as an athlet- 



ics dep.utmeni staff member at an NCAA 
member institution during a five-year period 
(August 1, 1989, to August 1. 1994), he and 
the involved institution shall be requested 
to appear before the Committee on Infrac- 
tions in order for the committee lo consider 
wbelbei that member institution should be 
subject to the show-cause procedures of 
Bylaw 19.4.2.1 (1), which could hmit die 
former coach's athletically related duties at 
the new institution for a designated period" 
SubsequenUy, Bailey was employed as an 
assistant f ootball coach at the University of 
Texas, El Paso. Bailey and representatives 
of that institution appeared before the 
commiltee Februaty 2. 1990, for a detenni- 
nation of restrictions that should be placed 
on Bailey's activities. In arriving at its 
conclusion, the committee considered the 
following: 

a. The truthfulness, candor and assistance 
Bailey exhibited after the original violations 
in the Memphis Stale infractions case and 
his determination to make his appearance 
at the Memphis State infractions lieanng 
completely nonadversarial in the spirit of 
the cooperative principle of the NCAA 



enforcement program. 

b Bailey had resigned voluntarily, re 
ceived no contract setdemeni or "golden 
parachute" from Memphis State, and had 
not been iiwolved in any way in coaching 
since his resignation and, in fact, had been 
unemployed since April 20, 1989. 

C- The penalties that had been imposed 
on his original institution. 

d. Bailey's new assignment was as an 
assistant coach, not head coach, and was 
with a different institution in a different 
geographical area. 

The Committee on Infractions thereupon 
determined that IJTEP would not be re 
quired to show cause why it should not be 
penalized, provided that it took the following 
actions regarding Bailey, as .set forth in 
Infractions Report No. 37, dated March 7, 
1990: 

1 . A prohibition against all off-campus 
recruiting and evaluation of prospects until 
August 2, 1991; further, during the period 
this penalty applied to Bailey, the university 
would not replace him with another person

On June 2K, 1991, the Committee on 
Infractions received notice of a re<]uest by 
Bailey lo he relieved of the remainder ot 
tlif show-cuise rccjunement imposed upon 
him by the committer The committee de- 



nied the request without prejudice hir a 
subsequent application for icliel bclc^i e the 
tetmiiiatiuti of the five year period. 

On Januaiy X 1992, Bailey resigned his 
position at I TIKI* to accept a position in 
professional football. Suhsetjuenlly, the 
professional team was dissolved. On No- 
vemljer li, 1992, Bailey appeared before 
the committee once again and requested to 
be relieved ol the show-cause requiteiDenl, 
which he stated had been a serious imped- 
inient to his eniployiiient as a coach at an 



NCAA institution. After the November 14, 
1992, appearance, the committee deliber- 
ated in private, and the results of those 
deliberations are set forth in ftirt II of this 
re poll. 

II. Decitien of the Committee 
on Infroctions 

In arriving at its derision, the rc»mmittee 
noted the following: 

a Bailey had sulTered serious detriment 
to his career since (he imposition of the 
sanctions 



b. Hiid Bailey remained at IJTEP he 
would presently be subject only to minimum 
restrictions. 

c. Bailey had no record of NCAA viola- 
tions, eitlier before the incidents that led to 
the restrictions or afterward. 

The committee thus determined that 
funhcr restrictions were unnecessary in 
Bailey's rase and that the show<ause re- 
quirements set forth in the Memphis State 
case on August 1 , 1 989, should be terminated 
as of December 1, 1992.

I bat pro[)Osal, however, is one 
of only two in tfie grouping that 
has .ittracted opposition from any 
part of the Association's gover- 
nance structure. The other, a pro- 
posal by the Big Ten Cionference 
lo eliminate limitations on institu- 
tional stationery, also is opprjsed 
by the Council, despite the conf er- 
ence's argument that the legisia 
tion fails to achieve cost 
containment. 

While tliere is relatively little 
controversy in the recruiting group- 
ing, there arc propcjsals tliat ]>o- 
tentially could leave Divisions I-A 
and 1-AA football institutioirs spar- 
ring over dates for evaluations of 
ptos])e( ts. 

Kor instance, Divisicjn l-AA will 
consider a proposal to establish 
an evaluation peiioci from May 1 
through Apiil ,'<() of tfie following 
academic year — the sairie period 
adopted at the 1992 Con vention in 
Division 1 A. I'lic purpcjse is to 
establish the same period in botli 
subdivisions. Division I-A, hovv- 
evei, will consider a proposal that 
would shoilcn its evaluation pe 
riod, moving llie ( losing date back 
from Apiil '?() to November '50. If 
both proposals are adopted, the 
divisions still will have different 
evaluation [)eriods. 



Bcjth divisions, however, will 
vote on proposals to exclude Me- 
morial Day frcjm the 15 consecutive 
days designated as the May evalua- 
tion period and to eliminate the 
May period altogetlier. 

1 bree pioposals in tlie giouping 
penain spec ifically to basketball, 
including two sponsored by the 
CouiH il. Tfie Council's proposals 
would prohil)it men's ancf women's 
ccjaching staff membci s from par 
ticipating in Ijasketball coadiing 
activities for a local spcjtts club 
and woiild pemiil Divi.sion I coac h- 
ing staff memliers to attend only 
institutional simmier fjaskctball 
camps (jr noninstitutional sumirier 
c amps certified by the NCAA. 

Membership 

I^ivisioii I schools that srjuglit 
fjut failed to achieve apprcjval of a 
Division 1-AAA classification for 
focjtljall last year are eyeing two 
proposals tfiat wcjiild offer relief 
fiom tfie financial fjurdcns of sjx)n- 
soring a Division I-A or I AA pro 
gram. 

One, cjfl'ered fiy a group of insti- 
tutions including .some that had 
hoped for ademption of the Division 
1 AAA proposal, would permit Di- 
vision I sctiools to maintain an 
unclassified fcjotfjall program. 
Schools opting for unclassified 
football would acfiicve cost savings 
tfirough precisions tfial would al 
low financial aid cjn a need-only 
l)asis, prohibit spring practice and 
limit tfie size of coaching staffs. 

In return, those schcjcjls would 
not be permitted to count their 
football programs tcjward Division 
I sports sponsorsfiip recjuirements 
or tcj vcjte on footliafl legislative 
issues in Divisions I-A and I AA. 

Another proposal — this one 
sponscjred by the C^ouricil and 
several iiistitutitjns — is aimed spe 
cifically at Division I-AA programs 
that wish to offer nonscholarship 
football but are geographically 
iscjiaied from schools witfi similar 
programs. Tfie proposal would 
allcjw sucfi schools classified in 
Division II footliall befcjre Sep- 



tember 199'5 to seek a waiver of 
Division I-AA scheduling require 
meiits frcjiii tlie Divisicjn I Steering 
Committee if fewer than six other 
Division I AA football programs 
with nonscholarship programs are 
Icjcated within a 300 mile radius. 

The proposal would enable 
those institutions to cut down on 
travel and maintenance expenses 
for llieir foott)all programs. 

A third proposal — opposed by 
tfie Coimcil — would permit Divi 
sion I members IC) contitiuc classi- 
fying footfiall prcjgianis in Divisicjn 
II or III but exclude them from the 
football c hampionsfiips at tficjsc 
levels. It is expected to be with 
drawn. 

Most of the remaining proposals 
in the membership grouping deal 
with sports-sponsorship require- 
ments for Divisicjn I inc*inbersfiip, 
including one tfiat wcjuld pennit 
institutions to sponsor one less 
than the minimum seven all male 
or mixed varsity sports in excfiange 
for (jffcring at least eight, rather 
tfiati seven, all-female sports. Tfie 
sponsors cite difficulties in meet 
ing Title IX requirements as a 
justification for providing that al- 
ternative to tlie seven-sport re- 
c]uirement, wfiicfi bcccjmcs 
effective in 1 994. 

Ancjtfier type of flexibility is 
sought in a proposal to be consid 
ered fjy the entire Association 
memfx-rship. That proposal would 
recjuire schools to conduct at least 
one spoil for eac :fi geiicfer in only 
two of the three spon .sea.sons, 
rather than in all seasons as cur 
rently required. The purpose of 
the proposal is to provide a school 
witfi more flexibility to accommo 
cfate sue fi fac:lcjrs as climate, gco- 
grapfiical location ancf tfie 
academic calendar in determining 
which sports to sponsor.

Study shows women hold fewer administrative jobs 



A Westerti Carolina University 
study shows thai women hold a 
large majority of tollege head 
toaching positions for women's 
programs in basketball, softball 
and volleyball in North Carolina 
but clearly trail tiien in the number 
of adminislralive positions they 
hold in that state. 

.Susan Brown, principal invcsti 
gator for the study and director of 
Western Carolina's sports-manage- 
ment academit program, believes 
the researt h results hold promise 
for women wanting to stay in the 
coaching ranks. 

In those basketball, softball and 
volleyball progratns, the North 
Carolina figures arc higher than 
national statistics compiled by Vi- 
vian Acosta and l.inda Carpenter 



of Brooklyn College for 1990-91. 
For all wotneti's sports in Noilh 
Carolina, however, females held 
just a slight edge over males in 
coaching positions for women's 
teams, 52 jiercent to 48 pert etil. 

Women field all field hockey 
positions, but fell drastically sfioil 
in cross ctiutitry, soccer, swiitiming 
and diving, and track arnf field. 

Tile study also examined hiring 
trends for women in otfier coach 
ing and adminislralive positions. 

Reveols inequities 

Brown said the stuily, which 
included 68 percent of the two 
and four year North Carolina col 
leges sponsoring intercollegiate 
atlilctics programs, revealed sev 
eral inequities. 



She said the study showed 
women held only 1 1 percent of 
athletics director positions aiicf 
that tfiose hofdingthe title of asso 
ciate athletics dirccttjr had de 
clinetl to less tlian 4.5 percent from 
a high of 7.') percent in 1988 89. 

Females have shown a six-year 
increase in holding the position 
of assistant athletics director, 
"but this statistic is not one a- 
bout which we should boa.sC' she 
said. "It simply shows that women 
ate being hired at entry-level posi- 
tions but are either not being 
promoted tjr are leaving out of 
frustration for not fieing alile to 
climb the 'coqjoraie ladder.'" 

The highest percentages of male 
administrators in women's spoils 
programs in Noilh (Carolina were 
in the areas of sports information 



(9,5 percent) aiitf marketing/ pro- 
motions (90 percent), Brown said. 
More men than women sewed as 
ticket managers (.5() percent), busi- 
ness managers (.54 percent) and 
athletics trainers (()7 percent). 

Possible explanations 

Brown said she examined sev- 
eral variables that could be affeci- 
ing the trends. 

"it was fouiicf tfial .59 percent of 
tfte mate coacfies and other ad 
minisirative staffin charge of wom- 
en's programs bad 12-month 
contracts while only '56 perceni of 
the females had similar employ- 
ment," she said. "Lack of fong 
term or full-time contracts may be 
sending a negative message to 
women." 

Brown said that although tlie 



findings exhibit a need for im- 
provement, a staiting point is diffi 
cult to find. 

"Females ctjuld sit back and 
blame the males for lujt hiring 
more women, and perhaps there 
arc qualified women not receiving 
the appointments," she said. "(Hav 
ing) few women in key positions to 
act as positive female role models 
tfoes not help to get more women 
into tlie system. 

"As an individual in cliarge of 
an unclei graduate spoil-manage 
ment program, I try to encourage 
more females to enter college ath- 
letics administration, but tradi- 
tionally our sports-manageinent 
program here at Western had less 
than 20 percent female enrollinent, 
and the majority of those enter

the membership. Wc set about 
ensuring thai men'.s and women's 
cTi;uiipionships were treated com 
parably in terms of si/c, per diem 
and traveling parties, and ttiat this 
treatment reflected the sponsor- 
ship numbers and tommitment 
made by iri.stitutions to certain 
sports." 

Ttic proposals call for cham- 
pionships structures to be based 
primarily on the number of insti- 
tutions sponsoring those sports. 

For example, the bracket size of 
the Division I Women's Volleyball 
Championship would mirror that 
of the Division I Baseball Cham- 
pionship because those spoils are 
sponsored on the varsity level by 
the same percentage of Division I 
members (approximately 91 per- 
cent), l-ikewise, the size of the 
Division I Women's Softball Cham- 
pionship would mirror that of the 
Division I Men's Soccer Cham- 
pionship liecause those sports arc 
sponsored on the varsity level by 
about 63 percent of Division I 
members. 



Based on this principle, the sizes 
of several championships wtjuld 
incrca.sc for the 1993-94 academic 
year, including the following Divi- 
sion 1 events; women's basketball 
(64 teams, up from 48), men's 
soccer (32 from 28), women's vol- 
leyball (48 from 32), women's soft- 
ball (32 from 20) and women's 
soccer ( 1 6 from 1 2). The field sizes 
in three individual-team clianipicjn- 
ships — women's swimming and 
women's indoor and outdoor 
track — also would increase. 

Also proposed are increases in 
the Divisions II and III Women's 
Volleyball, Softball, Cross Country, 
Tennis, and Outdoor Track and 
Field Championships and the Divi 
sion III Women's Baskell)all Cham 
pionship. 

Some reduction would (jccur in 
the size of selected chanipicjnships 
sponsored by less than 10 to 1.5 
percent of the membership, in 
eluding men's water polo and the 
coeducational men's and wc>nicn's 
fencing, skiing and rifle cham- 
pionships. 

Any bracket expansion would 
be effective with 1993-04 cham- 



pionships; bracket reductions 
would not be effective until 199.5- 
96. 

Financial considerations — both 
Association and institutional con- 
cerns and priorities — were factors 
in t he development of the propos- 
als, Sweet said. 

"We were faced with balancing 
our responsibility to determine 
the appropriate allocation of the 
Association's financial resources 
with the fair treatment of each 
championship," she said. "We be- 
lieve the prcjposals achieve that to 
a remarkable degiee and reflect 
the priorities of the membership. 

"We also wanted to provide ap 
propriate access for nonautomatic- 
qualifying conferences in the ap 
plicablc sports while maintaining 
the quality of competition that is 
expected in N(;AA champion 
ships." 

In response to the interest in 
increased access, the Executive 
(-ommittee proposed that play ins 
be implemented in several cham 
pionships to provide opportunities 
for ccjnferences that previously 
did not have automatic cjualifica 



tion to play their way into cham 
pionships. 

Play-ins would be conducted in 
the 1994 Division I Baseball, Divi- 
sicjn I Women's Vollcybiill, Women's 
Softball and Men's Soccer Cham 
pionships. In Division I women's 
basketball, all eligible conferences 
would be awarded automatic quali- 
fication if the bracket is expanded 
to 64 teams. 

Per diem for all championships 
except Division I men's and wom- 
en's basketball would be set at |80, 
according to the proposal. For 
Division I liasketball, the per diem 
would be $120, a decrease of $30 
for men. Other Division I men's 
championships in which per diem 
would be affected arc baseball, ice 
hockey and lacrosse, all of which 
would go from $120 to $80. The 
savings from this action would 
exceed f I million. 

Anrjlher major saving would be 
achieved by a change in the Asso- 
ciation's administration of Divi- 
sions I and II track and field. 
Curretitly, the NC^AA pays travel 
expenses for all qualifynig athletes 



to both the indoor and outdoor 
championships in Divisions I and 
II; the plan would allow an institu- 
tion to receive travel expenses and 
pel diem to one, but not both. In 
the combined divisions, this saving 
would amount to more than 
$600,000. 

The F.xcculive (ximmillee also 
prtjposed extending from 2.50 to 
400 the mileage restriction on air 
transpr>rtation for all Division I 
championships other than men's 
and women's basketball. A 400 
mile restriction currently applies 
to all Divisions II and III cham- 
pionships. 

The plan also includes propos- 
als foT new minimum sponsorship 
recjuirements for creating and 
maintaining NC^AA championship 
events. Those proposals appear 
on page 21. 

At its August meeting, the Exec- 
utive Committee set asicle $4.3 
million in a championships reserve 
in anticipation of the champion 
ships review project. The proposed 
plan leaves that money mcjstly 
intact.

Bylaw 14.12 

Change in student-athlete's eligibility status 

NC;AA member institutions should note that if a student- 
athlete's academic eligibility changes at the end of a 
quarter or semester, the student-athlete shall become 
eligible or ineligible to compete on the date his or her 
eligibility officially is certified by the appropriate institu 
tional authority. In a case in which the student becomes 
eligible at the end of the term, the earliest date on which 
the student can become eligible to compete is the day after 
the date of the last scheduled examination listed in the 
institution's official calendar for the term that is ending. In 
a case in which the student becomes ineligible, the 
ineligibility shall become effective no later than the first 
day of classes of the following semester or quarter. In any 
case, if the student athlete is academically eligible to 
compete at the time of the student-athlete's or the institu- 
tion's pailicipation in an NCAA championship, he or she 
shall remain eligible for the remainder of the champion- 
ship. 

Duting its April 27, 1989, telephone conference, the 
NCAA Inteipreiaiions Committee agreed that when a 
student athlete is declared academically ineligible in 
accr)rdance with the provisions of Bylaw 14.12 and the 
institution has a documented appeal process for all such 
students, a student athlete would be eligible or ineligible 
during the appeal process based on the institution's 
regulations applicable to all such students, it being under- 
stood that if the institution's appeal process extends into 
the following term, an eligibility declaration for purposes 



of NCAA legislation must be made before thcbegitiniiigof 
that term. In other words, if the student athlete is declared 
ineligible at the end of the term and elects to appeal his or 
her suspension, the student-athlete could remain eligible 
during the appeals process, depending on institutional 
regulations. 

Finally, during the November 19, 1992, telephr^ne 
conference, the Interpretations Committee detennined 
that a student-athlete who will become academically 
eligible at the end of a term may receive travel expenses 
before the conclusion of the term to attend a competition 
that occurs after the date of the last scheduled examination 
listed in the institution's official calendar for that term, 
provided the institution can certify thai the student-athlete 
will become eligible during that tiip, and the student 
athlete does not represent the in.sliluiion in competition 
until the day after the date of the last scheduled examina 
tion. 

Bylaw 14.1.7 

Eligibility to compete between terms 

NCAA member institutions should note that for a 
student athlete to be eligible for competition that takes 
place between terms, the student-athlete shall; 

a. Have been registered for the required minimum full 
time load (not less than 12 semester or quarter hours, 
regardless of the institution's definition of a minimum 
full time program of studies) at the conclusion of the term 
immediately preceding the date of competition, if the 
student athlete is contiriuing enrollment, or, 

b. If the student-athlete is continuing enrollment and 
has not been registered for the required minimum full- 



time load during the previous semester, the student-athlete 
must be accepted for enrollment as a regular, full-time 
student for the next regular tenn immediately after the 
competition. 

Bylaw 14.6.4.4.7 

Competition in year of transfer 

NCAA Divisions I and II member institutir)ns should 
note thai a transfer student from a two-year college is not 
eligible for regular season or NCAA championship com 
petition in a sport if the student athlete has competed at 
the two-year college in that sport during the same academic 
year. However, please note that it would be permissible for 
a transfer student from a four-year institution (who 
satisfies an exception to the one-year residence require- 
ment) to be eligible for regular season or NCAA cham- 
pionship competition in a spon, even if the student athlete 
has competed at a previous four-year institution in that 
spon during the same academic year. In such a case, the 
student athlete still would be required to adhere to the 
applicable maximum contest limitations.
